Needs   of  Agriculture

of  the  agricultural  industry  in  the 
I'rovince,  tho  Premier  referred  to  what 
is  being  done  at  the  present  time  to 
placo  tho  industry  on  a  firmer  basis.

FIFTY  FIREMEN  OVERCOME 

Smoke    From   Burning    Tobacco    in   New

MOW  yoUK,  Jan.  "1. —Smoke,  rising 
Irom  masses  of  b'urning  tolmcco,  over- 
(i.nu!  lUty  firemen  during- a  fierce  battle 
v.ith  tb'c  llanics,  which  were  lirought 
under  e6"ntrol  shortly  after  S  o'clock, 
in  a  four-story  factory  building  on  the 
l.pper  Kast  Side,  Fire  Chief  John 
Ktnton  said  that  bej-ause  of  the  smok« 
th»<  blaze  was  the  most  serious  of'  its 
1  ir.d  in  the  departmcnt'.s  history.  The 
liroperty  loss  was  estimated  at  $.'iO,000, 
suffered  by  llim  wlirlesale  tobacco 
<  (impanies. 

Tho  llrcm.m.  working  in  relays, 
dropped  tmconscions  one  b.v  onn  and 
V.  re  dragged  away  by  their  follows 
vhile  others  toi>k  their  places.  A  dozen 
ambubincc  surgeons  levivod  tho  men, 
wi'o  went  stubbornly  back  to  work  ex- 
cept fourteen,  who  were  taken  to  their 
<iu«rterS  and  fo\ir  who  were  taken  to 
hospitals.  At  one  penlod  of  the  fighting 
the  force  of  fighters  \^as  so  depleted 
with  the  flames  still  uncontro'ed  that 
f'hlff  Kenton  sent  word  to  beadquar- 
tera  for  fifty  fresh  men  and  a  search- 
light onglno.

l)le.  We  are  too  sane  to  believe  that 
her  .S,000,000,  now  owing  the  richest 
lieritug'.'  on  earth,  could  stand  alone, 
numerically  weak  as  they  are.  And  we 
realize  that  the  best,  tlie  most  natural, 
and  indeed  the  only,  future  for  her  Is 
Olio  >n  .'o-opcratlon  with  lier  own  poo- 
pl"

Means  of  Checking  Ravages  in 
Stanley  Park  Are  Suggested 
by  Mr.  Swaine,  Assistant 
Dominion  Entomologist. 


INJURIES  TO  CEDAR 

CAUSED  BY  FUNGUS 


OTTAWA.  Jan.  31.— A  report  on  the 
damage  by  insects  in  Stanley  Park, 
Vancouver,  S.  C  has  bcon  made  by 
•T.  M.  Swaine,  Assistant  Dominion  En- 
tomologist. The  inciulry  was  made  at 
tho  Instance  of  Mr.  H.  H.  .Steven.s,  M.l'., 
and  is  now  In  the  hands  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture.  The  chief  trees 
affected,  h'j  reports,  are  spruce,  cedar 
and  hemlock.  The  trouble  w^lth  the 
cedar  Is  largely  from  fungus  origin.  He 
says  that  it  Is  not  a  condition  pecu- 
liar to  this  part,  but  Is  common  in  wide 
areas  in  many  parts  of  the  Provinces, 
The  dlfncuUy  with  the  hemlock  Is  due 
to  amb'-osla  beetles  and  oat»rpillais. 
Mr.  Swaine  recommends  the  application 
iif  a  poison  spray  of  load  arsenic  to  the 
foliag-  as  .•=>oon  a.s  the  caterpillars  ap- 
pear. 

The  spruce  in  th.r  park  Is  badly  af- 
fected by  the  Western  .spruce  gall  aphis, 
caused  by  the  action  of  minute  insects 
killing  tho  twigs  and  weakening  or 
Kv.mtually  killing  the  entire  tree  In 
proportion  to  their  numbers.  7"he  only 
method  of  cheeking  its  ravages  Is  by 
means  of  a  contact  spray.  An  applica- 
tion of  fish  oil  soap  during  the.  dormant 
season  of  the  trees  would  clieck  thfl 
outbreak.  The  chief  difficulty  is  iho, 
height  of  the  trees,  100  feet  being  aa 
high  as  IB  practicable  to  send  tho  spray. 
The  report  suggests  that  all  dying  and 
dead  wood,  trees  and  their  parts,  should 
be  burned  or  removed  and  placed  In 
water  before  Spring  opens.  This  Is 
most  important.  The  dying  trees,  re- 
cently dead  trees  and  other  broken  parts 
conalltute  a  very  real  danger  to  tbo 
future  of  tat)  trees.

BY  THE  HAGUE  COURT 


MIO-XICO  CITY.  Jan.  31.— Mexico 
made  today  hnr  annual  payment  on  ac- 
<-ount  of  the  I'ioiis  Fund  debt  to 
American  Charge  O'Shaughnessy,  not- 
withstanding that  the  payment  of  other 
claims    was    postpone-d. 

MK  O'Shaughnessy  first  called  at  tho 
office  ot  tho  general  treasury  and  was 
asked  to  return  In  an  hour,  as  the  treas- 
urer then  had  available  only  about  two- 
Iblrds  of  the  amount.  Later  payment 
was  made  in  full. 


The  Arbitration  Coiirr  at  The  Hague 
in  October,  lft02,  condemned  Mexico  to 
pay  to  tlie  United  Stales  |1, 120,682  in 
Mexican  curn-ncy.  The  claim  against 
Mexico  was  mad'-  by  the  United  States 
In  behalf  of  the  Archbishop  of  San 
I'ranclsco.  The  IMous  Fund  originated 
in  Fngland  in  1637  with  gifts  designed 
to  enable  the  Jesuit  Missionaries  to 
to  carry  on  their  work  in  what  is  now 
New  Mexico.  When  the  Jesuits  were 
expelled  from  the  Spanish  dominions  in 
1767,  the  fund  was  seized  by  the  CroWtx. 
In  1821,  after  Mexico  won  her  Indo- 
IHjndence,  tho  fund  was  tran3ferrc<l  to 
the  Mexico  Republic.  Mexico  eventually 
sold  the  properties  and  put  tho  pro- 
ceeds  Into  the  treasury,  stipulating  to 
pay  tho  church  6  per  cent  in  perpetuity 
on  t^ie  principal.  Mexico  ceased  pay- 
ing her  share  of  Interest  on  the  fund 
after  Upper  California  was  ceded  to  the 
United  States.  The  church  made  a 
claim  In  1868  for  twenty-one  years'  in- 
terest from  Mexico,  which  w»*  paid. 
Mexico  made  no  further  payments  until 
tbe  decision  of  the  Court  of  Arbitra- 
tion, 


DJOKLIN,  Jan.  31. — While  the  reac-

A.— -When 
any  liquid  is  converted  into  a  gas  It

Kveryouo 
knows  that  if  a  little  alcohol,  chloro- 
form or  ether  is  dropped  on  the  hand, 
it  quickly  evaporates  and  the  hand, 
where  the  lir4uid  rested,  grows  cool.

In  an  article  in  The  Toronto  Giuijc, 
which  tells  us  of  a  Saskatchewan  teach- 
er who  went  to  a  school  district  "whsre 
one  trustee  was  a  Hwede,  ono  a  Itnn- 
garian,  and  one  a  Pole,  Qnly  the  Swc/;.- 
being  able  to  speak  eveh  a  little  ICi;  :- 
llKh,  and  he  Informed  the  tea<.>her  thai, 
there  were  seven  nationalities  In  all. 
The  people  had  never  before  seen  a  Can- 
adian teacher.  On  the  day  of  .school 
opening  In  the  Spring  more  than  fortv 
out  of  the  flfty  pupils  did  not  know  a 
word  of  Knglish,  not  even  "yes"  ur 
"no."  In  nine  months  a  "concert"  was 
given  on  (.;hrlstmas  Kve.  and  at  It  over 
forty  children  "road,  recited,  look  part 
In  dialogues,  or  aanx.  and  every  word 
used  belonged  to  the  English  language, 
and  they  saiv--  m  the  1  l..^.-  the  natinmi 
an  thorn." 

While  the  enthusiasm  of  such 
teacher  counts  for  much,  there  can  hi 
no  doubt  that  these  children  learneu 
more  r.ipldly  than  they  would  hiive  done 
If  an  Httempt  had  been  miwle  to  irsn.'.;- 
lalo  tlu!  i:;!!gllsh  Into  their  own 
languages.

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F  the  many  noteworthy  accom- 
plishments of  dead  and  gone 
1913,  contributory  to  the  materi- 
al progress  of  British  Columbia, 
none  surpasses  in  magnitude  or  in 
importance  the  rapidity  and  sub- 
stantiality of  construction  all 
along  the  line  of  the  Canadian 
Northern  Pacific  Railway,  botii  on 
the  Provincial  Mainland  and  on 
Vancouver  Island.  As  to  the  lat- 
ter, affecting  more  particularly, 
as  it  does,  the  interests  of  Vic- 
toria and  its  tributary  country,  de- 
tails must  be  reserved  for  another  and  special 
chapter.  The  general  accomplishments  of  the 
year  have,  however,  been  admirably  summar- 
ized  by  the  Prime  Minister,  Sir  Richard  Mc- 
Bride,  when,  in  the  course  of  a  New  Year's  in- 
terview, he  said: 

"With  regard  to  the  Canaijian  Northern, 
there  has  been  a  record  made  in  railroad  build- 
ing in  this  Province  which  I  believe  is  hardly 
paralleled  in  any  other  part  of  this  country. 
There  are  today  220  miles  of  steel  laid  on  the 
Mainland.  Grading  and  tracking  is  practically 
continued  throughout  the  uncompleted  sections, 
and  I  am  confident  that  by  the  first  day  of  July. 
1914,  a  great  section  of  the  work  will  be  com- 
plfted.  On  Vancouver  Island  there  are  167 
miles  of  Canadian  Northern  line,  and  it  is 
hoped  that  by  July  i  there  will  ba  trains  In  op- 
eration on  practlCrtny  the  whole  of  this  sys- 
tem." -      - 


Much  has  been  heard  in  recent  months 
from  disgruntled  or  over-ambitious  politicians, 
professing  the  Liberal  faitli,  as  to  financial  dif- 
ficulties which  the  Canadian  Northern  heads 
have  been  forced  to  surmount  in  these  times 
of  universally  light  money.  Probably  no 
stronger  evidence  of  the  strongly  entrenched 
position  of  Sir  William  Mackenzie  and  Sir  Don- 
ald Mann  and  their  associates  in  the  money 
capitals  has  been  or  could  be  afforded  than 
is  found  in  the  fact  that  these  ditiiculties  have 
been  surmounted,  and,  despite  all  statements 
to  the  contrary  by  hostile  critics,  the  work 
from  the  Pacific  seaboard  to  the  Alberta  boun- 
dary has  been  continuously  and  systematically 
carried  forward  tliroughout  the  past  year,  until 
it  is  now  apparent  that  the  new  transcontinent- 
al line  in  which  liritish  Columbians  are  so  vi- 
tally concerned  will  be  ready  for  operation  in 
advance  of  the  date  of  guaranteed  comple- 
tion. 

As  long  ago  as  in  early  May  last,  a  first 
special  train  carrying  His  Honor  the  Lieuten- 
ant-Governor and  the  Premier  as  guests  of 
honor,  traversed  the  new  line  from  Port  Mann 
to  Spuzzum  over  a  roadbed  remarkable  for  its- 
solidity  and  its  smoothness,  as  well  as  for  the 
sustained  uniformity  of  its  low  gradients,  and 
then  already  so  well  settled  that  speed  of  fifty- 
live  miles  an  hour  was  attained  and  main- 
tained without  the  slightest  discomfort  to  the 
distinguished  passengers.. 

Since  then  the  army  of  construction  on  the 
Mainland  has  advancai  at  the  double  quick 
to  the  conquest  of  the  Interior,  the  grade  and 
a  very  considerable  portion  of  the  track  laying 
having  been  now  completed  between  Spuzzum 
and  Kamloops,  and  trains  being  even  now  in 
operation  by  the  construction  company  be- 
tween Port  Mann  and  a  point  approximately 
twenty  miles  East  of  North  Bend,  this  section 
having  already  received  Its  two  lifts  of  ballast, 
and  for  fifty  miles  or  more  out  of  Kamlaops 
North. 

This  latter  section  traverses  a  country  pos- 
sessing exceptional  opportunities  as  a  stock- 
ranging  and  mixed  farming  area,  being  well 
watered,  well  timbered  for  local  necessities, 
and  in  direct  contact  with  the  markets  for  its 
future  products.  The  route  follows  the  North 
Thompson  River  ou  a  water  level,  and,  while 
there  is  much  as  yet  to  be  d<Jne  before  the 
roadbed  passes  acceptance  as  satisfactory  to  the 
company,  it  is  even  itbw  much  smoother  and 
more  substantial  than  many  another  track  upon 
which  trains  have  been  operated  for  years.

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A  Dag  to  Remember 

FEBRUARY  6.    1857 

During  the  whole  of  the  6lii  iiikl  the  7lh 
of  February,  Outranr's  soldiers  were  engaged 
in  the  destruction  of  the  enemy's  military 
stores  and  searching  for  buried  cannon  or 
treasure.  During  these  operations,  on  the 
night  of  the  6th,  the  camp  had  an  alerte,  and 
the  troops  stood  to  their  arms.  A  troop  of 
cavalry  in  sight  were  alleged  to  be  the  enemy. 
A  body  of  ours  went  skirmishing  up  to  them,  ' 
but,  fortunately,  the  moon  shone  forth  in  time 
to  show  that  they  were  a  patrol  of  our  own 
Poonah  Horse.  .  . 

,,  'These  night  alarms,"  wrote  an  officer 
iffhQ  was  present,  'especially  with  soldiers  not 
thoroughly  trained,  are  invariably  <||lilS8^0^ 
the  probability  being  -tl?at  friends  are  mistaken 
for  enemies,  and  shots  nj^,.  unusually  ex- 
changed.

upon  us.  Men.  scltd^^y  aw*fe:6,  rose-,  to,  their 
Teet,  rifle  in  hand,  and  seeing  a  V«#iri?l^»Ctin-" 
the  distance  rushing  towards  thehi  opened  ffre 
on  it.  The  more  the  unfortunate  man  shouted 
— for  he  was  within  the  white  object,  which 
was  his  shirt — the  more  rapid  was  the  firing  at 
him,  until  he  came  sufficiently  near  to  be 
recognized.  Fortunately,  the  darkness  of  the 
nighl  and  the  hurried  way  in  which  the  men 
fired  saved  him  from  being  hit." 

The  march  was  resumed  on  the  evening  of 
the  7th  of  February,  but  in  the  direction  of 
Bushire,  the  enemy  having  been  observed  re- 
treating amid  the  "fastnesses  of  the  mountains 
far  away;  all  remained  quiet  and  still  until 
midnight,  and  no  attack  was  expected,  when 
suddenly  the  slashing-  of  the  musketry  in  the 
rear  announced  that  the  rear-guard  .had  been 
attacked.  Skirmishers  and  horsemen,  gallop- 
ing, whooping,  yelling  and  trumpeting,  .and 
making  as  much  noise  as  possible,  surrounded 
the  whole  army;  and  one  Persian  bugler,  who, 
oddly  enough,  seemed  acquainted  with  the 
calls"  used  in  the  British  service,  rcpeateJUy 
sounded  "Cease  firing"  close  to  thenars  of  the 
78th  Highlanders,  whom,  however,  he  quiie 
failed  to  mislead  by  his  cunning. 

Though  undoubtedly  taken  by  ^urpri>e.  our 
troops  never  lost  their  steadiness  or  confidence 
for  a  moment.  The  MiUi  cliarges  of  the 
Persian  cavalry  they  received  with  a  close  and 
searching  fusilade  that  emptied  the  -;iJdles 
fast. 

For  the  greater  portion  of  the  night  the 
Persians  kept  up  a  series  of  desultory  attacks 
which  did  us  no  particular  harm.  When  day 
broke  their  fire  slackened,  and  our  troops  be- 
gan to  fear  that  they  would  retire  again  with- 
out giving  battle.  But  when  the  dense  morn- 
ing fog  drew  skyward  HUe  a  curtain,  they  were 
seen  in  position,  with  their  right  flank  resting 
on  a  village  called  Khoosh-ab^ 

Rapid  was  the  cannonade  that  began  on 
both  sides  as  soon  as  daylight  was  fairly  in. 
Their  force  seemed  only  about  8,000  strong, 
and  of  these  2,000  were  cavalry.  Sir  James 
Outram  now  changed  his  front,  and  advanced 
with  such  speed  that  the  loss  was  small,  con- 
sidering the  heavy  fire  his  troops  were  sub- 
jected to. 

At  Khoosh-ab  the  3rd  Light  Cavalry 
charged  through  the  Serbaz,  who  received 
them  steadily,  and  in  that  movement  the  Vic- 
toria Cross  was  won  by  Lieutenant  A.  Moore. 

The  result  of  this  battle  was  the  utter  rout 
of  the  Persians,  who  were  defeated  in  all 
quarters  and  in  their  flight  were  cut  up.by  the 
artillery  and  cavalry.  Two  brass  gun§  were 
taken,  a  handsome  standard  and  many 
muskets.  The  long  range  and  accuracy  oi 
the  Enfield  rifle  proved,  on  this  occasion,  .i 
source  of  real  terror  to  the  l^ersians.  One  ot 
their  horsemen,  making  a  threateniiig  demon- 
stration at  800  yards  distance,  was  neatly 
picked  off  by  a  single  shot  fired  by  an  officer 
of  the  2nd  European  Light  Infantry.  On  the 
field  were  counted  70o  dead,  and  a  vast  nimi- 
ber  of  wounded  were  borne  from  it.

A  Book  of  the  Week 

"Alone  in  the  Wilderness."  Jo.seph 
Knowles.  Copp,  Clark  &  Co.,  publishers, 
Toronto. 

Nearly  everyone  has  heard  of  Josepli 
Knowles.  He  is  the  man  who  went  two  month- 
alone  in  the  foreSt  last  Summer,  taking  with 
him  from  civilization  nothing  whatever,  not 
even  a  rag  of  clothing.  Starting  forth  on  his 
lonely  pilgrimage  clad  only  in  Nature's  gar- 
ment, he  manufactured,  as  he  required  them, 
his  own  crude  weatpons  for  hunting  and  fish- 
ing, and  made  fire  by  the  primitive  means  of 
the  fire-bow. 

Mr.  Knowles  has  written  a  very  interesting 
book  of  his  experiences,  which,  in  the  begin- 


ning, were  far  from  pleasant.  According  to 
hi§  pre-arrangements,  he  had  agreed  to  hold 
no  communication  \k  ith  the  outside  world  for 
the  space  of  two  months,  as  he  wished  to  denv 
anstrate  the  truth  of  his  own  theories,  and  his 
greatest  ditliculty  during  that  time  lay  in  the 
fact  that  he  suffered  intensely  from  loneliness. 
Apart  from  that,  after  the  first  few  days  of 
his  adventure,  he  experienced  little  or  no  physi- 
cal discomfort,  if  we  are  to  take  his  word  for 
it.  Indeed,  so  anxious  is  Mr.  Knowles  that  the 
world  may  becpme  convinced  of  the  feasibility 
of  his  course  that  he  intends  to  depart  upon  a 
similar  expedition  during  the  coming  year,  and 
to  convince  any  doubting  Thomases  of  the  ex- 
act truth  of  all  his  statements,  he  has  agreed 
to  take  along  a  party  with  him,  who  are  to 
watch  the  whole  proceedings,  themselves  to 
enjoy  all  the  comforts  and  luxjor^  they  like, 
but  him  to  follow  the  same  covit^  as  he. has 
done  |«SM>?U$1y,  .«MJii|:h  he  says  he  will  not 
guarantee  to  stalk  a  deer  and  kill  it  with  his 
bare  liipty  a^  iie  did  d\v^  )}is«)(periment  last 
Summ«',%'J!l«  iitf  ju«ro?i|rd  of  ^ople  about 
him.     Even  -il^|i.^siMi#y  wijndfrful  feat  he

HUME 

By  the  light  of  mere  reason  it  seems  diili- 
cult  to  prove  the  immortality  of  the  soul;  the 
■arguments  for  it  are  commonly  derived  either 
from  metaphysical  topics,  or  moral  or  physical, 
but  in  reality  it  i^  the  gospel,  and  the  gospel 
alone,  that  ha iJ  broOghi  life  and  immortality  to 
light. 

Metaphysical  topics  suppose  that  the  soul 
is  immaterial,  and  that  it  is  impossible  for 
thought  to  belong  to  a  material  sub^tance^S^'. 
just  metaphysics  teach  us  that  the  noti(wl^'~«<if' 
substance  is  wholly  confused  and  imperfect, 
and  that  we  hav|& ,i^'- other  idea  of  any  sub- 
stance than  as  an  af|regate  of  particular  quali- 
ties inherent  in  an  unknown  something.

of  a  number  of  friends  and  j^aftie-Wardens  and 

started  out  in  the  rain  upon  his  lonely  trail.  For 
two  days  and  nights  it  rained,  and  during  that 
time  Mr.  Knowles  had  no  shelter  or  protection 
of  any  kind  except  the  trees  and  forests.  He 
could  not  make  a  fire,  as  everything  was  so 
wet,  and  the  best  he  could  do  to  keep  his  circu- 
lation up  was  to  run  for  the  most  part,  resting 
only  for  the  briefest  intervals,  t  At  the  end 
of  the  second  day,  he  confesses  he  was  about 
ready  to  give  up  his  experiment.  He  had  had 
nothing  to  eat  but  a  few  berries,  had  had  no 
sleep  and  it  was  still  raining.  On  the  morning 
of  the  third  day  the  rain  ceased  and  the  sun 
shone,  and  from  that  time  on  Mr.  Knowles 
had  very  little  trouble,  except  from  the  mental 
sufi^'ering  occasioned  by  loneliness. 

in  a  very  matter  of  fact  way  he  describes 
how  he  trapped  a  bear  and  dispatched  it  with 
a  club,  and  of  catching  and  killing  the  deer 
aforernentioned,  but  the  terseness  of  the  recital 
makes  it  only  the  more  impressive  and  convinc- 
ing. Very  pleasant  reading  is  that  which  tells 
ni  the  friendliness  of  the  little  things  of  the 
lorest,  of  his  cornpanions  the  deer  and  the 
white  fawn  and  the  sociable  little  partridge  and 
the  chipmunks.  "There  isn't  an  animal  in  ilii.' 
forest,"  writes'Mr.  Knowles,  "that  doesn't  want 
.  to  make  friends  with  man.  You  don't  have 
ff)  go  near  any  wild  or  domestic  animal  to  tame 
i'.  It  will  come  to  you  and  live  withyou  and 
sleep  with,  you.  All  you  have  to  do  is  simply- 
to  conceal  your  curiosity.  Whenever  you  see 
;l  wild  animal  in  the  woods  go  toward  him  care- 
lessly. Let  the  creature  know  that  you  !ia\e 
>een  him.  and  then  suddenly  change  your 
Cfjurse  or  do  something  else  to  shov.'  that  you^ 
aren't  apparently  interested  in  him.  Pay  abso- 
lutely no  attention  to  him.  He  knows  that 
you  sav/  him  and  yet  went  about  your  own 
business  without  offering  to  harm  him.  That 
animal  will  never  forget  you." 

Mr.  Knowles'  diet  consisted  largely  of  ber-  - 
rie>,  he  ate  fish  when  he  could  get  them,  and 
vieer  or  bear  meat,  smoked  or  fresh,  grouse 
and  partridge,  and  sometimes  moose  nieat;  in 
fact,  he  ate  whatever  he  could  find  that  was 
eatable  His  only  drink,  of  course,  was  water. 
He  had  been  an  inveterate  smoker,  bur  he  de- 
clares he  did  not  miss  that  luxury  at  all.  He 
did  not  relish  his  meat  food  at  first  on  account 
of  the  lack  of  salt,  but  this  did  not  bother  him 
after  a  time,  and  he  felt  that  his  system  did  not 
really  require  salt.  He  had  only  iwenly-foin- 
hours'  illness,  which  followed  a  night  spent  in 
'a  swamp,  but  his  recovery  was  swift  and  sure. 
Most  of  tliKtime  he  wore  no  covering  of  any 
Fvind,  though  he  made  himself  a  suit  .if  Jeer 
■-kin  and  had  "a  bearskin  to  cover  him  a^  night. 
Dr.  Sargent,  who  examined  Knowles  when 
he  came  out  of  the  forest,  declared: 

"Knowles  is  in  the  pink  of  condition.  His 
test  is  i5o  points  better  than  the  hardest  test 
taken  by  football  men.  The  strength  of  his 
lungs  increased  five  points  on  the  manometer, 
while  the  capacity  of  his  lungs  increased  forty- 
live  cubic  inches,  a  remarkable  increase.  Sub- 
jected to  the  action  and  the  stimulus  of  the  ele- 
ments, Mr.  Knowles'  skin  has  bec^^ne  a  perfect 
skin.  11  serves  him  as  an  overcoat,  because  it 
is  so  healthful  that  its  pores  close  and  shield 
him  from  draughts  and  sudden  chills.  His  sci- 
entific .experiment  shows  what  a  man  can  do 
when  he  is  deprived  of  the  luxuries  which  many 
people  have  come  to  regard  as  necessaries. 

;'No  deterioration,  only  splendid  increase  in 
vigor  and  vitality,  came  to  him  as  ;i  result  of 
this  experience.  Forced  to  eat  roots  and 
bark  at  times,  and  to  get  whatever  lie  could 
eat  at  irregular  hours,  his  digestion  is  perfect, 
his  health  superb.  Sandow  was  perfect  in 
strength  and  development;  Knowles  is  perfect 
in  strength  and  development,  but  has  proliably 
the  staying  powers  of  three  Sandows." 

Says  Dr.  Samuel  W.  McComb,  the  ps\- 
chologi.st:   "He   has   shown   us   what    a   strong

But 
admitting  a  spiritual  substance  to  be  dispersed 
throughout  the  universe,  like  the  ethereal  fire 
of  the  stoics,  and  to  he  the  only  inherent  sub- 
ject of  thought,  we  have  reason  to  conclude 
from  analogy  that  nature  uses  it  after  the  man- 
ner she  does  the  other  substance,  matter.  She 
employs  it  as  a  kind  of  paste  or  clay;  modifies 
it  into  a  variety  of  forms  and  existence,  dis- 
solves after  a  time  each  modification,  and 
from  its  substance  erects  a  new  form.  As  the 
same  material  substance  may  suc'cessively  com- 
pose the  bodies  of  all  animals,  the  same  spirit- 
ual substance  may  compose  their  minds.  Their 
consciousness  or  that  system  of  thought  which 
they  formed  during  life  may  be  continually  dis- 
solved by  death,  and  nothing  interests  them  in 
the  new" modification.  .The  most  positive  as- 
sertors  of  the  mortality  of  the  soul  never  de- 
nied the  immortality  of  its  substance,  and  that 
an  immaterial  substance,  as  well  as  a  material, 
may  lose  its  memory  or  its  consciousness,  ap- 
pears in  part  from  experience,  if  the  soul  be 
imuTaterial.  Reasoning  from  the  common 
course  of  nature,  and  without  supposing  any- 
new  interposition  of  the  Supreme  Cause,  which 
ought  always  to  be  excluded  from  philosophy, 
what  is  incorruptible  must  also  be  ingenerable. 
The  soul,  therefore,  if  immortal,  existed  before 
our  birth,  and  if  the  former  existence  no  ways 
concerned  un  neither  will  the  latter.

Henry  I.,  whose  surname  is  the  "iMjuler." 
is  King  of  Germany,  and  has  come  to  Brab- 
ant to  raise  forces  to  join  him  in  the  war 
against  the  Hungarians,  who  are  invading  his 
territory.  He  finds  Brabant  in  a  slate  of  great 
disorder.  Elsa,  the  daughter  of  the  late  duke, 
has  been  accused  by  her  guardian,  Frederick, 
Count  oi  Telramund,  of  the  murder  of  her 
brother,  vvho  has  disappeared  suddenly,  and 
of  whom  no  trace  can  be  fotmd.  Frederick's 
wife  is  Ortrud,  a  princess  of  Freisland,  and  her 
father  declares  that  he  should  be  made  ruler  of 
Brabant  as  he  had  married  a  princess  of  that 
duchv.  Elsa  is  brought  before  Henry  to  be 
exaniined  in  regard  to  her  guilt.  She  declares 
her  innocence,  and  the  king  finally  agrees  to 
decide  the  matter  by  judicial  combat.  Elsa  to 
choose  any  champion  she  will  against  Freder- 
ick. She  calls  in  vain  at  first  for  someone  to 
light  on  her  behalf,  but  just  as  she  is  about  to 
give  up  hope  a  knight  in  shining  raiment  ap- 
pears on  the  river  Scheldt  in  a  boat  drawn  by 
a  single  swan.  He  lands  and,  hearing  Elsa's 
story!^  declares  that  he  will  defend  her  if  Elsa 
wiUgive  him  her  hand  as  a  reward  if  he  is  vic- 
torious, and  promise  never  to  ask  his  name  or 
his  origin.  The  combat  takes  place,  and  the 
strange  knight  overcomes  Frederick,  though 
he  does  not  kill  him.  Frederick  is  deprived  of 
his  titles  and  estates  and  he  and  his  wife  Ortrud 
plan  vengeance  upon  the  two  lovers. 

In  the  second  act  the  scene  is  a  square 
•  showing"  the  ducal  palace'  and  chapel.  Elsa 
appears  on  the  balcony  outside  her  room;  she 
is  to  be  married  at  dawning.  While  she  sings 
Ortrud,  who,  prior  to  her  appeaymce,  had  been 
plotting  with  Frederick  on  the  steps  of_  the 
chapel,"  comes  forward  alone,  and  tells  a  pitiful 
story  of  her  suffering,  moving  Elsa's  tender 
heart.

It  is  Gvei-^e-f#i^  ililntr  in  New  York 
and  over  the  St.  Lawrence  in  Canada  that  man 
has  gained  his  greatest  victories  in  spanning 
wide  expanses  of  water  with  gigantic  steel 
roadwaySi  It  must  not  he  forgotten  that  Great 
Britain  has  many  fine  exampies  of  the  bridge- 
liuilder's  art.  The  l^oyal  Albert  Bridge  at 
Saltash,  the  i^ritannia  Bridge  over  the  Menai 
Strait,  and  the  Forth  Bridge,  whose  span  of 
1,700  feet  has  yet  to  b^  eclipsed,  may  he 
quoted  as  daring  and  remarkable  bridge-build- 
ing feats. 

The  British  structures,  too.  were  the  tirsi 
of  their  kind,  and  their  designers  had  little  to 
guide  them.  Now.  with  our  knowledge  of 
steel  and  the  perfection  -of  innumerable  de- 
vices for  facilitating  the  task  of  erection,  the 
feat  would  not  be  so  difficult. 

The  Saltash  Bridge,  which  spans  the 
Tamar,  is  2,200  feet  long,  the  two  main  spans 
over  the  river  being  each  455  feet  long.  The 
height  of  the  central  pier  from  its  foundation* 
to  the  top  is  240  feet,  and  the  railway  track 
is  carried  1  10  feet  above  the  level  of  the  water. 
Obtaining  the  foundations  for  the  pier  was  a 
particularly  dangerous  piece  of  work.  A  huge 
caisson  was  sunk  in  midstream,  in  which,  pro- 
vided with  compressed  air,  the  men  toiled  for 
two  years.  In  the  Winter  storms  the  unwieldy 
cylinder  rocked  so  violently,  despite  its  heavy 
weights  and  chains,  that  leakages  occurred, 
and  it  ^^•as  only  by  beating  hasty  retreats  that 
the  men  escaped  drowning.  The  two  gigantic 
spans  were  built  complete  upon  the  shore  and 
floated  out  into  position,  and  then  gradually 
raised  to  the  desired  height,  three  feet  at  a 
time,  at  each  end  liy  means  of  hydraulic 
presses. 

Over  the  Menai  Strait,  which  separates  the 
Island    of  Anglesey   from   Carnarvonshire,    we 
have  some  magnilicent  examples  of  the  bridge- 
builder's   skill    in    the  Suspension    Bridge,    the 
Brittania  Bridge,  and,  later  still,  in  the  bridge 
at  Conway.     It  is  recorded  that,  when  the  first 
chain   of   the   Suspension    Bridge    was   drawn 
across    the.  strait,     half    a    dozen    workmen 
dashed  forward,   in  a  mad  and   perilous  race, 
to  see  who  would  be  the  iirst  to  negotiate  the 
stream  by  the  new,   swaying  aerial   pathway. 
Perhaps  their  feat  was  not  so  f(jolhardy  as  that 
of  a  workman  on  the  great  cantilever  bridge 
across  the  Niagara   Gorge,   who,    when   but  a 
narrow  gap  separated  the  two  cantilever  arms, 
laid   a   plank  across  it,  walked  deliberately  to 
the  middle,  and  stood  on  his  head,  kicking  his 
legs   about  iw^K   to   show   how   little   he  cared 
for  the  whirlpool  raging  200  {tci  below.     The 
last  chain  of  the  Menai  Suspension  Bridge  was 
raised  to  its  position  to  the  strains  of  the  Na- 
tional Anthem,   played  by  a  band  on  a  tem- 
porary platform  on  the  centre  span. 
-       iXJiC-^great   steel    tubes    of    the    Britannia 
Bridge,  like  (lie  girders  of  the  Saltash  structure, 
were  built  complete  on  the  shore  and  gradually 
raised   into   position.      Robert   Stephenson,    its 
designer,   insisted  that  the  recesses  should  be 
hllcd  up  with  masonry  as  the  tubes  rose  hit;her, 
and  on  no  account  would  he  allow  more  "than 
a  few  inches  under  the  ironwork.     When  one 
of  the  tubes  had   been  rai.sed   to  a  height  of 
thirty  feet,  one  of  the  hydraulic  presses  broke, 
and   the  tube   fell   a  distance  of  some  seven 
inches   on  to   the    packings   which    had    been 
built  up  underneath  it.     So  small  a  fall  may 
appear  to  the  uninitiated  to  be  of  slight  conse- 
quence;  but  the  momentum   acquired   by  the 
900  tons  of  iron  grew,  even  with  so  small  a 
distance,'  to  such  proportions  as  to  crumple  up 
solid  castings,  weighing  tons,   as  if  they  had 
been  mere  biscuit  boxes. 

"Thank  God,"  wrote  Mr.  Clark,  the  en- 
gineer-in-chief, to  Stephenson,  "that  you  have 
been  so  obstinate;  for  if  this  accident  had  oc- 
curred with  no  bed  for  the  end  of  the  tube  to 
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fall   ^-iw,   it  would   liave  been   lying  across  the 
bottom  of  the  Strait." 

The  mightiest  bridge  in  Great  Britain  is 
the  famous  Forth  Bridge,  wliich  spans  the 
Firth  of  lM)rth,  between  North  Queensferry  and 
South  Queensferry,  the  first  big  structure  to 
be  erected  on  the  cantilever  principle,  and 
which  today  still  holds  the  record  in  length  of 
span.  Here  it  may  be  explained  that  cantilever 
means  a  bracket.  The  ordinary  lialcony  of  a 
house  is  a  cantilever  6f  a  kind.  The  principal 
reason  wli\'  this  form  of  erection  is  so  popular 
is  because  no  false  work  is  needed  if  that  ap- 
pliance known  as  the  "traveler"  is  employed. 
This  is  a  great  upright  frame  mounted  on  rol- 
lers, carrying  derricks  and  other  hoisting  tackle, 
and  filled  with  a  long  overhanging  nose  at 
t!ic  front,  from  which  the  new  pieces  of  the' 
bridge  are  hung,  while  being  pinned  or  riv- 
eted together,  so  as  to  .carry  theirown  weight, 

'l"he  Forth  Bridge,  which  recently  cele- 
brated its  majority,  has  a  total  length,  ;vilh  its 
approaches,  of  8,295  feet.  It  contains  5o,- 
958  tons  of  steel,  and  required  6, 500, 000  riv- 
ets to  fasten  it  together.  There  are  three  huge 
but  .c;raceful  steel  towers,  cacli  .^45 
feet  high,  from  which  are  built  out 
the  great  cantilever  arms,  each  680 
feet  in  length.  Sir  Benjamin  Baker 
has  declared  that  a  battleship  could  be  hung  at 
the  end  of  each  cantilever  arm  without  causing 
the  ties  at  the  tops  of  the  tower  to  part,  so 
strong  is  the  structure.  The  bridge  contains 
two  spans  of  1,700  feel,  the  greatest  of  all 
bridge  spans.  The  structure  took  seven  years 
to  build,  cost  £3,000,000,  and  demanded  a 
toll  of  fifty-seven  lives. 

For  the  finest  and  latest  examples  of  Ihe 
bridge-builders'  skill  we  have  to  go  to  New 
York.     Here,  in  space  of  a  single  square  mile, 


we  have  the  ihree  greale>l  ^uspension  bridges 
in  existence — the  Brooklyn,  tlie  Manhattan 
and^the  Williamsburg  bridges,  while  some  three 
miles  above  the  last  named  there  now  towers 
Black  well's  Island  Bridge.  They  are  rightly 
regarded  as  among  the  wonders  of  the  engin- 
eering world.  They  vary  from  0,000  to  7,000 
feet  in  length,  with  a  'central  span  of  from 
1,400  to  1,500  feet,  and  carry  four  tracks  for 
railways,  two  or  more  for  trams,  a  couple  of 
roadways  for  vehicles  and  various  sidewalks 
for  pedestrians,  while  the  towers  reach  a  height 
of  300  feet  and  more  above  the  water,  the  ac- 
tual pathway  being  some  130  feet  above  tl-^e 
surface  of  the  river. 

The  Brooklyn  Bridge  took  thirteen  years 
to  build  and  cost  £3, 200,000.  It  was  designed 
In-  Mr.  John  A.  Roebling,  the  builder  of  the 
Niagara  Falls  Suspension  Bridge  and  other.s. 
While  engaged  in  the  preliminary  work  he  met 
his  death.  He  was  succeeded  by  his  son,  Mr. 
William  A.  Roebling,  who,  in  turn,  was  injured 
by  fire  in  one  of  the  caissons  and  became  a 
permanent  invalid.  He  was  removed  to  a  resi- 
dence on  the  heights  of  Brooklyn,  where,  with 
indomitable  resolution,  he  watched  the  details 
of  construction  from  his  window  by  the  aid  of 
a  telescope,  and,  assisted  by  his  wife,  directed 
the  progress  of  the  work  to  its  successful  cgm- 
pletion. 

It  is  impossible  to  point  to  any  large  bridge 
the  erection  of  which  has  not  "demanded  its' 
toll  of  human  life.  The  recently  completed 
Blackwell's  island  Bridge  cost  sixty-seven 
lives;  sove  seventy  brave  men  were  killed  in 
the  Quebec  disaster  in  1907,  when  that  par- 
tially completed  structure  suddenly  collapsed 
after  three  years  had  been  spent  upon  It,  and 
some  15,000  tons  of  steelwork  had  been  placed 
and  bolted  in  position. 


With  its  approaches  the  Brooklyn  Bridge 
is  a  mile  and  a  furlong  in  length.  There  is 
a  Central  river  span  of  1,595;''3  feet  from 
tower  to  tower,  two  land  spans  from  towers 
to  anchorages,  and  the  land  approach  on  either 
side.  This  aerial  roadway  is  held  in  place  by 
cables,  four  in  number.  They  each  contain 
5,296  steel  wires  reaching  from  anchorage  to 
anchorage,  on  either  side  of"  the  river,  a  dis- 
tance of  3,752  feet.  This  gives  a  total  of  14,- 
000  miles  of  wire.  Each  cable  has  a  diameter 
of  15>\}  inches,  and  a  breaking  strain  of  about 
12,000  tons.  The  roadw.ay  is  eighty-live  feet 
wide.  The  engineers  declare  that  the  "natural 
life"  of  the  bridge  is  20,000  years. 

After  the  Brooklyn  Bride  came  the  Wil- 
liamsburg structure,  which  was  erected  in  seven 
years  at  a  cost  of  £4,000,000.  It  has  a  total 
length  of  a  mile  and  1,920  feet,  including  a 
main  span  of  1,600  feet,  and  two  shore  spans 
of  600  feet.  The  four  cables  are  each  nine- 
teen inches  in  diameter,  and  are  built  up  of 
thirty-seven  strands,  each  strand  containing 
208  wires,  each  3.020  feet  long.  Figure  this 
out  and  we  get  19, 000  miles  of  wire,  possess- 
a  weight  of  5,000  tons.  The  towers  of  this 
'  bridge  rise  335  feet  above  the  water  level,  and 
are  built  of  steel.  Somewhat  similar  in  design 
is  the  Manhattan  Bridge.  The  wire  consumed- 
here  totals  23,000  miles,  while  no  less  than 
40.000  tons  of  steel  were  used  in  the  erection 
of  this  single  aerial  pathway. 

More  wonderful  still,  from  an  engineering 
point  of  view,  is  New  York's  latest  structure, 
Blackwell's  Island  Bridge.  In  length  and 
weight  it  rivals  and  in  carrying  capacity  also 
surpasses  the  famous  Forth  Bridge.  Its  trusses 
are  the  heaviest  ever  built.  There  are  two 
main  spans  of  1,182  and  984  feet  respectively, 
springing  from  two  piers  erected  on  a  mid- 
channel  island.  From  end  to  end  the  bridge 
measures  3,725  feet,  and,  together  with  the 
approaches,  the  total  length  is  swelled  to 
7,358  feet. 

In  its  erection  the  somewhat  unusual  course 
of  pinning  its  members  together,  at  points  of 
intersection,  was  adopted,  instead  of  riveting 
them.  The  truss  members  of  the  superstruc- 
ture were  not  built  up  bit  by  bit  near  the  site, 
but  put  together  by  the  manufacturers  and  for- 
warded entire  on  cars,  and  pinned  as  the  erec- 
tion proceeded.  A  very  pretty  bit  of  pinning 
it  was  too — the  objects  to  be  connected  being 
bars  and  girders,  some  weighing  120  tons;  the 
pins,  cylinders  of  steel,  some  sixteen  inches'  in 
diameter  and  ten  feet  long;  the  thimble,  a 
tive-ton  battering  ram.  And  this  work  had  to 
be  done  fartly  at  a  height  of  300  feet  above  a 
deep,  swift  current,  navigated  'by  steamers, 
barges,  ferries  and  sailing  ships,  with  the  bit- 
ter winds  raging  furiously. 

In  the  erection  of  this  brid.i?e,  as  stated,  six- 
ty-seven lives  were  lost.  Curiously  enough, 
the  great  majority  of  these  fatal  accidents  oc- 
curred among  the  sailors  who  had  been  en- 
gaged by  the  contractors  because  of  their  abil- 
ity to  climb.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  the  success- 
ful modern  bridge-builder  must  possess  other 
qualifications  than  that  of  climbing.  He  must 
know  something  of  steel,  possess  a  clear  head 
and  be  ever  on  the  alert. 

The  manner  in  which  these  men  climb  and 
creep  among  the  steel  bones  of  the  structure, 
walk  along  girders  a  few  inches  wide  two  or 
three  hundred  feet  above  the  ground,  swing  up 
through  the  air  standing  upright  on  forty-ton 
girders  dangling  at  the  end  of  a  steel  cable 
from  a  crane  overhead,  dodge,  if  they  arc  alert 
enough,  falling  tools,  liolts,  rivets  or  swin^inj; 
pieces  of  vicious-looking  steel,  is  truly  nitr- 
velous.

Religion  and  Christianity 

To  some  readers  it  may  seem  as  if  religion 
and  Christianity  were  synonomous  terms,  but 
tins  is  not  tlie  case.  Christianity  is  religion 
and  something  besides.  There  have  been  and 
are  many  religions,  and  the  fundamental  basis 
of  theoi  all  is  the  same,  namely  the  obligattons 
of  men  towards  the  Deity  and  to  each-mother. 
Their  explanations  of  the  nature  of  these  ob- 
ligations are  not  radically  dissimilar,  although 
they  differ  widely  in  minor  details.  A  good 
Mohammedan,  a  good  Parsee,  a  good  Buddhist 
or  a  good  Chinaman  is  ethically  the  same  man. 
Bui  perhaps  the  point  will  be  brought  out  more 
clearly  if  we  refer  to  the  Jewish  religion.  St. 
Paul,  speaking  of  MpiS«af  before  hi*<ipersioii 
lo  Christiinltyr  dHd"  thati  aceoriilg  to  the 
straite^t^ct  pf  that  rdi^ion  he  If*^  a  l^«- 
see.  that  is  to  say,  he  was  a  religious  man, 
but  not  what  was  afterwards  called  a  Chris- 
tian, which,  by  flie  way,  originally  rneaiit  noth- 
ing more  than  %  follower  of  Christo*,  and  by 
no  means  implied  flioral  excellence. 

Religion  is  world-wide,  and  as  far  as  a^nv 
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one  can  tell,  as  old  as  humanity  itself.  \\  was 
just  as  wrong  not  to  do  the  things- commanded 
or  to  do  the  thfttgs  forbidden  by  the  Ten  Com- 
m^ndoients^^efore  they  wpre  promulgatedr%- 
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the  largest  part  of  all  great  faith^  they  created 
aboiif  this  Supreme  God  an  army  of  lesser  de- 
ities, Investing  them  with  pdM^rful  altributes, 


so  puwerf ul  hideed;i:hat  ill  tlig  worship  ^nd  ap- 
peasittg  of  these  gods,  they  lost  ahnost  ail 
thought  of  the   worship   of  that  which  they 
placed  first.    The  god  which  corresponded  to 
the  ancient  Mars,  Huitzilopotchli,  was  the  most 
terrible  of  the  thirteen  principal  lesser  deities; 
he  was  the  patron  deity  of  the  nation.    ''His 
temples  were  the  most  stately  and  august  of  the 
public  edilices,  and  his  altars  reeked  with  the 
blood  of  human  hecatombs  in   every  city   of 
the  empire."    At  the  dedication  of  one  great 
temple  to  this  god,  prisoners  who  had  been 
kept  for  several  years  simply  to  figure  in  this, 
festival,   were  brought  from  all  the  different 
towns  to  the  capital.    It  is  said  the  procession 
of  these  unfortunates, as  they  marched  through: 
the  streets  was  nearly  two  miles  long,  that 
the  ceremony  of  sacrificing  them  took  many 
days  and  that  in  all  70,000  captives  perished 
on  the  shrine  of  this  monstrous  deity.     One 
finds  it  diftlcult  to  credit  such  tales,  and  one  is 
forced  to  the  belief  that  the  Roman  priests,  to 
whom  we  are  indebted  for  so  much  of  the 
early  history  of  this  country,  must  have  colored 
some  of  the  stories  to  suit  themselves  and  lend 
reason  to  some  of  their  own  terrible  practises 
when  they  came  with  the  conquistadores.  How- 
ever this  may  be,   we  have  ample  evidence 
that  many  thousands  must  have  perished   as 
sacrifices  to  the  numerous  gods,  for  in  the  re- 
mains of  one  of  the  old  temples  the  compan-^ 
ions  of    Cortes    counted   136,000    skulls.     It 
A\'as  the  custom  in  the  early  days  for  the  priests 
to  keep  the  skulls  of  all  victims,    and    special 
apartments   were    dedicated  to    this    purpose. 
The  great  Object  of  war,  we  are  told,  with  the 
Aztecs  was  to  furnish  victims  for  the.sacrif ices. 
Tezcatlipoca,    a   deity   of  whom   mention 
must  also  be  made,   was  called   "the  soul  of 
the  world,"  and  his  festivals  were  of  equal  im- 
portance with  those  of  the  god  of  war.     He  was 
supposed   to   have   been    the  creator   of   the 
world,  and  he  was  depicted  as  a  tall,  handsome 
man,  endowed  with  perpetual  youth.     We  will 
describe  the  manner  in  wliich.  the  Aztecs  sac- 
rificed to  him: 

"A  year  before  the  intended  sacrifice,  a 
captive  distinguished  for  his  personal  beauty 
and  without  a  blemish  on  his  bod}',  was  selected 
to  represent  this  deity.  Certain  tutors  took 
charge  of  him  and  instructed  him  how  to  per- 
form his  new  part  with  becoming  grace  and 
dignity.  Me  was  arrayed  in  a  splendid  dress, 
regaled  with  incense  and  witli  a  profusion  of 
sweet-scented  flowers,  of  which  the  ancient 
Me.xicans  were  as  fond  as  their  descendants  of 
the  present  day.  When  he  went  abroad  he 
was  attended  by  a  train  of  the  royal  pages, 
and  as  he  halted  in  the  streets  to  play  some  fa- 
vorite melody,  the  crowd  prostrated  themselves 
before  him  and  did  him  homage  as  the  repre- 
sentative of  IJieir  good  deity.  In  this  way  he 
led  an  easy,  luxurious  life  until  a  month  be- 
fore his  sacrifice.  Four  beautiful  girls,  bear- 
ing tlic  names  of  the  principal  goddesses  were 
then  given  lo  him  as  companions,  and  with 
them  he  continued  to  live  in  idle  dalliance, 
feasted  at  the  banquets  of  the  principal  nobles, 
wlin  paid  him  alt  the  honors  of  a  divinity. 

"Ai  length  the  fatal  day  of  .sacrifice  ar- 
rived. Tiic  term  of  his  sliort-lived  glories  was 
at  an  end.  He  was  stripped  of  his'^gaudy  ap- 
parel and  bade  adieu  to  tlie  fair  partners  ot 
liis  revelry.  One  of  the  royal  barges  transport- 
ed him  across  the  lake  to  a  temple,  whicli  rose 
on  its  margin,  about  a  league  from  the  cilv. 
Hither  the  inhabitants  of  the  capital  flocked  io" 
witness  the  consummation  of  the  ceremony. 
As  the  sad  prf)Ces.sion  wijund  up  the  sides  of 
the  pyramid,  the  unliappy  victim  threw  away 
his  gay  chaplels  of  flowers  and  broke  in  pieces 
the  musical  instrument  with  which  lie  had  .so- 
laced the  hours  of  captivity."

tie  earlieiv  thet^  emerged  from  the  North^x- 

peditions  of  remarkable  warriors.  Some  of 
them  landed  on  the  shores  of  France,  and  have 
come  to  be  known  as  Normans,  anS  these,  wc 
all  know,  in  course  df  fict^t  a  very  long  time 
extended  their  conquests  to  England.  Others 
of  them  penetrated  into  the  Mediterranean 
and  made  their  name  u  terror  all  the  lengtli 
of  that  great  sea.  They  established  themselves 
on  the  throne  of  Sicily,  and  one  of  the  leaders 
of  the  First  Crusade  was  Tancred,  whose  fa- 
ther,\or  it  may  have  been  his  grandfather,  was 
one  of  these  irresistibly  Northmen.  Rurik 
went  to  Russia.  -jil^' 

Rurik  is  more  or  fess  of  a  mythical  charac- 
■  ti;r,  and  yet  there  is  no  doubt  at  all  about  his 
having  been  an  historical  personage  and  that 
he  founded  a  royal  line  in  Russia.    The  story 
of  his  coming  is  to  this  effect.    The  Slavs,  be- 
ing pressed  hard  by  their  neighbors,  appealed 
ta  the  Varangians  for  help,  and  in  response  lo 
the  appeal,  Rurik  and  his  two  brothers,  Sine- 
ous    and    Trouvor,    left  their   homes.     These 
names  mean  Peaceful,  Victorious  and  Faithful, 
and  they  suggest  a  later  origin  than  the  lives 
of  the  men  themselves.    These  three  brothers 
gathered    "theii    families    and  brothers."    by 
which  we  may  understand  their  comrades,  and, 
crossing  the  Baltic,   landed  on  the  shores  of 
Russia,  where  they  at  once  established  them- 
selves.    Sineous  and  Trouvor  died  shortly  af- 
ter reaching  the  country,  but  Rurik  built  him- 
self a  castle.     Later  two  other  Varangian  load- 
ers foUow^ed  in  the  track  of  Rurik,  and  even 
went  so  far  as  to  attack  Constantinople,  com- 
ing to  it  across  the  Black  Sea;  but  we  are  told 
that  the   Greek    Patriarch    dipped    a    wonder- 
working robe  in  the  sea  and  forthwith  a  storm 
arose,  whicli  destroyed  the  expedition.    Of  the 
doings  of  Rurik  very  little  is  told  that  can  be 
called  history.     More  is  known  of  his  son  and 
successor,  who  was  his  younger  brother,  and 
whose  name  was  Oleg.     This  vigorous  soldier, 
on  coming  to  the  leadership  of  the  adventur- 
ers, despatched  an  expedition  against  the  otlier 
Varangians.     He  took  tlie  two  leaders  prison- 
ers and,    before  condemning   them   to   death,  , 
brought  Ivor,  son  of  Rurik,  before  them  and 
told  them  they  were  not  true  princes,  but  that 
the   only   true   prince  was  the  son   of   Rurik. 
This  is  thought  to  signify  that  even  in  their 
original  home  the  family  of  Rurik  was  recog- 
nized as  of  higher  quality  than  all  the  others, 
it  may.  of  course,  be  only  that  tradition  has 
surrounded   the  name  of  its  chief  with  special 
honor.      Oleg  overran   the  country  from   the 
Baltic  to  the  Black  Sea,  and  he  is  said  to  have 
estaiblished    liis  dominion   over  all   of   what   is 
noM-   Furopean    Russia.      He    invaded    what  is 
now  known  as  Hungary,  but  the  Magyars  re- 
cord that  they  were  able  to  repel  liis  forces. 
Tradition  tells  that  in  907  Oleg  set  out  on  an 
expedition  against  the  Greeks.     He  is  said  lo 
have   built    2,000   boats,    and    equipped    tliem 
with   wheels,'  so  tiiat  M^hen  they   readied   the 
shore. of  the  land  I  hey  were  invading  they  were 
able  to  proceed   as  if  on   the  sea.     There  is 
probably  very  little  truth  in  this  talc,  but  the 
expedition    was  successful   to   the  extent   that 
Oleg  was  able  to  make  a  very  advantageous 
commercial    treaty    with  the  Greeks.     Oleg's 
tigure  is  perhaps  the  greatest  in  the  legendary 
history  of  Russia,     lie  is  represented  as  having 
been  a  magician. 

•He  was  succeeded  by  his  nephew  Igor,  son 
of  Rurik,  who  began  his  reign  by  an  expedition 
against  the  Greeks.  Tradition  says  he  had 
lu.uuo  boats  and  400,000  men.  He  was  de- 
feated in  a  great  batllc  by  means  of,  the  em- 
ployment of  Greek  fire.  These  numbers  are 
doubtless  exaggerations.  Igor  was  not  de- 
terred by  his  defeat,  and  sent  another  expedi- 
tion against  the  Greeks.  Tins  time  he  was 
more  successful,  although  he  does  not^appear 
to  have  fought  any  battles.

degree  iwtrm*    We  must  remind  our  eorres- 

ponde  t  I  hat  "reffaction"  is  only  W-'S^^  for 
a  process  that  is  only  imperfectly  understood. 
it  means  one  of  two  things,  either  a  breaking 
or  a  rebounding.  When  a  stick  is  thrust  into 
water  it  appears  to  be  bent  at  the  point  of  con- 
tact. This  is  due  to  the  refraction  of  light. 
Heat  seems  to  rebound  from  thai  upon  which 
it  impinges,  and  this  process  also  is  called  re- 
fraction by  some  writers.  But  this  rebound  or 
refraction  occurs  no  matter  how  attenuated  the 
inatler  may  be  with  which  the  heat  rays  come 
in  contact.  They  rebound  from  the  most  at- 
tenuated air  the  same,  although  not  to  the 
same  degree,  as  from  the  solid  earth.  To  illus- 
trate the  process  we  may  regard  the  earth  as 
being  constantly  bombarded  with  etheric  puls- 
ations, or,  what  under  the  old  theory  of  heat 
would  have  been  called  minute  particles  of  cal- 
oric. When  these  enter  the  outer  strata  of  the 
atmosphere  they  are  arrested  to  some  extent, 
but  not  much.  Hence  the  absolute  zero  of 
empty  space  ceases  as  soon  as  the  atmosphere 
is  reached  by  tlie  heat  rays.  As  the  air  grows 
denser,  more  of  the  rays  arc  arrested  until  the 
temperature  becomes  warm  enough  to  render 
life  possible,  but  the  greater  number  of  the  rays* 
pass  on  until  they  reach  the  solid  earth,  into 
which  the  rays  cannot  penetrate.  Then  the  rays 
are  refracted  and  rebound  into  the  atmosphere, 
■although  some  of  them  are  conducted  into  the 
solid  earth.  Our  correspondent  will  see  that 
when  he  speaks  of  the  air  being  warmed  by 
refraction  he  does  not  tell  the  whole  story,  for 
its  increase  oi  temperature  is  due  in  some  re- 
gard to  the  direct  action  of  the  sun's  rays. 

We  have  spoken  of  the  bombardment  of 
the  earth  by  etheric  pulsations,  which  are  called 
heal.     It  is  evident  that  as  the  bombardment 
is  kepi    up  constantly    and  if    the    pulsations 
could   be  accumulated,   the  earth   would   long 
ago  have  become  so  heated  that  it  would  have 
been  converted  into  an  invisible  gas.     Indeed, 
it  never  would  have  cooled  from  what  is  sup- 
posed to  have  been  its  original  gaseous  slate. 
But   heat  does    not    remain   constant    in    one 
place.     It  has  a  tendency  to  become  dilTused. 
Take  the  case  of  an  iron  poker.     As  everyone 
knows,  if  wc  put  one  end  of  this  into  the  fire 
the  other  end   will  become  warm,   unless  tlie 
length  of  the  poker  is  so  great  tliat  the  heat 
will  be  diffused  from  its  surface  before  it  has 
time  to  reach  the  other  end.     No  matter  how 
long  the  poker  may  be,  given   time  enough, 
the  heat  would  travel  its  entire  length,  provid- 
ed the  fire  did   not  go  ^out,   for  heat  is  con- 
veyed both  by  conduction  and  radiation.  Every- 
one is  familiar  with  the  poker  or  stove  cover 
lifter  with  a  handle  of  coiled  wire,  which  never 
gets  very  warm.     The  reasons  for  its  lou'  tem- 
perature are  two.     One  of  tliem  is  tlie  length 
through  which   the   heat   must   be   conducted, 
and  tiie  oilier  is  the  great  extent  of  the  sur- 
face from  which  it  can  be  radiated.     Here  is  a 
lifter  the  wire  coil  of  which  is  at  least  thirty 
inches  long.     One  end  of  the  wire  touches  the 
iron  that  comes  in  contact  with  the  stove.   The 
fact  that  it  is  not  actually  joined  to  the  latter 
makes  a  break  in  the  conductivity  of  the  lifter. 
The    surface    of    the    wire  is  perhaps    eight 
square    inches.     Therefore,  wc    have  in    this 
handle  of  coiled  wire,  tirst,  a  break  in  the  con- 
tinuity of  the  metal  and  hence  in  its  conductiv- 
ity of  heat;  second,  a  length  of  thirty  inches 
along  which  the  heat  must  be  conducted,  and 
third,  a  surface  of  eight  square  inches  from 
which  the  heat  can  be  radiated.     And  so  it  is 
that  no  matter  how  hot  the  cover  of  the  stove 
may  be  in  which  the  lifter  sits,  the  handle  wil] 
remain  relatively  cool,  unless  it  is  left  in  the 
stove  so  long  and   under  such   a  continuous 
heat  that  the  radiation  of  heat  from  the  stove 
woqld  overcome  the  radiation  of  heat  from  the 
coiled  wire,  when  the  wire  would  grow  too  hot 
to  be  touched,  but  it  would  always  be  cooler 
than  the  stove. 


Moses  as  it  was  afterwards,  the  court  of 
Pharaoh,  in  which  Moses  was  brought  up,  had 
its  religion,  its  code  of  ethics,  its  rules  of  moral- 
ity, its  explanaUons  ot  the  relations  of  man  to 
the  Deity.  There  were  probably  men  in  Egypt 
in  those  days  who  were  as  deeply  religious, 'ac- 
cording to  their  views  of  religion,  as  any  per- 
sons who  have  lived  since  their  day.  It  is 
probable  that  in  that  country  there,  were  men 
who  were  just  as  hostile  to  those  who  differed 
from  them  on  religious  subjects  as  were  those 
of  St.  Paul's  time,  when  he  persecuted  the  fol- 
lowers of  Christ,  not  because  they  were  moral- 
ly bad  people,  but  because  they  did  not  sub- 
scribe to  the  doctrines  of  the  ecclesiastical  au- 
thorities, or  for  some  other  reason  the  nature 
of  which  is  not  very  clear.  It  is  not  easy  to 
understand  why  the  Jews  should  ever  have 
persecuted  the  Christians,  unless  it  was  a  case 
of  eeclesiasticism  run  mad,  and  it  has  a  ten- 
dency to  do  this.  There  was  absolutely  no 
difference  between  the  moral  code  of  the  Jews 
,  and  that  of  the  Christians.  Indeed,  all  the  ear- 
ly-Christians were  Jews-,  not  only  in  race  but  in 
religion,  and  there  was' absolutely  no  good  rea- 
son why.  the  followers  of  Jesus  should  not 
have  lived  side  by  side  with  their  fellows  in 
peace  and  harmony  if  it  were  not  for  the  un- 
reasonable prejudice  and  intolerant  arrogance 
of  the  ecclesiastical  authorities.  Wc  know  that 
multitudes  of  people  followed  Jesus  who  were 
not  Christians. 

Wherein,  tlien.  does  the  difference  between 
Christianity  and  Judaism  or  the  other  religions 
of  mankind  consist?  If  in  some  respects  it  is 
not  fundamentally  at  variance  with  them,  what 
is  it  that  distinguishes  it?  It  may  be  said  that 
Christianity  is  a  religion  plus  something  else. 
But  tirst  let  us  speak  of  the  new  viewpoint  it 
gives  of  the  Deity.  W^c  learn  from  it  that 
there  is  not  a  great  gulf  between  God  and  man. 
In  all  ancient  religions  the  Deity  was  repre- 
sented as  standing  afar  off  from  humanity,  to 
be  unapproachable  except  by  means  of  a  priest- 
hood performing  certain  rites.  Christianity 
teaches  that  access  to  God  is  like  the  access 
of  children  to  a  father;  that  the  Divine  is  not 
afar  off,  but  ever  close  at  hand,  so  that,  as  Je- 
sus said,  not  a  sparrow  falleth  to  the  groimd 
without  his  knowledge,  and  even  the  luirs  of 
our  heads  are  numbered.  The  fowls  of  the 
air  -are  fed  by*Hini,  from  Him  come  the  gor- 
geous colors  which  adorn  the  flowers  of 'the 
lield.  This  beautiful  imagery  is  not  intended  ' 
to  lay  down  certain  scientific  facts,  but  only  to 
express  the  closeness  of  the  relations  between 
the  Creator  and  His  creatures.  Perhaps  this 
view  point  is  not  wholly  new.  David  seems  to 
have  enjoyed  it,  and  doubtless  others  did  so; 
but  Jesus  of  Nazareth,  speaking  in  the  most 
material  era  in  the  history  of  the  world,  taught 
it  in  a  manner  which  brought  it  closely  home 
lo  all  who  follow  His  teachings, 

Christianity  differed  from  the  current  reli- 
gion of  the  times  and  from  all  olhcr  religions 
of  today  in  laying  stress  upon  the  etliciency 
of  faith.  Indeed,  if  one  should  seek  after  read- 
ing the  Acts  of  the  Apostles  to  define  wherein 
their  teaching  differed  from  that  of  the  Jewisii 
priesthood  or  the  priesthood  of  any  contempor- 
ary religion,  the  one  thing  tiiat  v/ould  stand 
out  more  prominently  than  anything  else  would 
be  their  absolute  confidence  in  the  effectiveness 
of  faith,  not  only  as  respects  a  future  life,  but 
as  respects  its  bearing  upon  things  in  everyday 
life.  Even  this  was  not  wholly  new.  The 
demonstration  was  not  the  existence  of  a  new 
power  available  to  mankind,  but  only  that 
there  was  an  unused  power  available.  Thirdly; 
Christianity  taught  the  doctrine  of  personal 
resurrection.  And  so  we  find  that  Christianity 
may  be  defined  as  religion,  plus  a  belief  in  the 
Fatherhood  of  God,  .the  efficacy  of  faith,  a 
future  life,  and  last,  but  not  least,  in  the  ac- 
ceptance of  Jesus  as  the  Christ,  the  Saviour  of 
men.

H  was  on 
the  few  of  these  in  our  neighborhood  that 
Jooes  turned  his  energies. 


a  few  days  there  was  enough  junk  on  ihe  is- 
land to  keep  a  camp  in  fires  for  a  month.  There 
\v'!ts  no  order  in  it.  11  all  lay  on  the  clean, 
smooth  rock;  liml\s,  ^itraight  and  crooked; 
squared  pieces  of  timber,  some  full  of  nails; 
broken  boards;  long  and  short  loglets;  two 
broken   boxes;  even  an  old   pail.

And 
when,  one  day,  earlpki  our  campv  lie  came 
through  the  jr<Jck  'pM^  bearing  an>  old  sar- 
dine can,  and  iie]»bstted  it:  at  the  foot  of  a  pine 
tree,  1  could  ^scarcely  believe  my  eyes, 

"l  suppose  that  will  come  in  h^indyi  *iob, 
Jones,"  1  said. 

"Yes,  indeed;  we  can  put  drippings!  in  It!" 
(You  are  to  hnagine  the  "yes"  wtth  a  cheer- 
ful prolongation.) 


"Lots  of  logs,"  he  said,  and  his  eyes  bright- 
ened; "we  could  use  them-^uUd  a  house» 
build  a  dock!" 


When  *T  next  saw  mm  he  was  pAddUng 
down  the  chaiiinel,  a  smooth,  yellow  log  at 
the  stern.  A  tiny  V-shaped  ntove^eftt  of  wa- 
ter went  out  from  it;  it  tloo^«i''ife 
clean,  and  there  was  a  responsibility  in  the 
erectness  of  Jones'  shoulders.'.  He  cached  it 
in  a  waternook  and  was  off. 

My  loiterlngs  took  me  later  to  the  other 
Side  of  the  island,  that  gave  Westward  past 
blue  headlands  to  the  horizon;  and  where  oft" 
to  the  South  the  sun  laid  a  broad,  bright  way. 
Here  was  Jones,  this  lime  with  two  logs  in 
tow,  just  setting  off  for  the  lee  shore.

"Oil,  it's  I   that  am  the  captain  of  a  tiny  little  ship. 
Of  a  ship  that  goes  a-sailing  on  the  pond." 

Down  they  came,  Jones  all  flushed  with 
exercise,  his  small,  black  eyes— -a  trifle  near— 
snappingly  bright,  and,  with  his  pointed  fea- 
tures, giving  the  face  a  boyishly  impish  ex- 
pression that,  when  he  laughed^  would  have 
softened  a  countenance  of  flint.  He  was  talk- 
ing nonsense — to  the  logs — the  almost  inevita- 
ble nonsense  which  in  some  form  or  other,  is 
man's  expression  at  periods  of  great  innocent 
happiness. 

He  did  not  notice  me,  and  the  stream  of 
his  talk  flowed  on.  This  trip  was  not  so  easy 
as  the  other.  One  log  slipped  the  noose;  to  re- 
cover it  while  trailing  the  second  meant  much 
manoeuvering  and  more  talk.  Farther  on  both 
logs  grounded  on  a  shoal  and  to  relieve  them 
Jones  waded,  knee  high,  shouting  in  his  fun. 

Since  there  was  a  log  resting  in  nearly 
evdry  nook  of  the  island,  he  worked  or  played 
on  in  the  young  day  rising  to  its  noon  and  lay- 
ing its  spell  upon  us  both.  The  very  air  was 
noticeable — clean,  sweet  and  so  thin  that  my 
body  seemed  lighter,  and  the  feel  of  it  on.  my 
face  and  arms  was  pleasant  as  buoyant  water  to 
the  swimmer's  body.

i  never  see  the  street  gamin.-!  ut  New  York 
take  a  surreptitious  plunge  into  the  City  Hall 
fnuntuin  when  the  cop  isn't  looking,  or  "catch 
on  behind"  a  Fitfh  Avenue  'bus  when  the  con- 
ductor is  inside  taking  fares,  without  reflecting 
how  universal  are  certain  boyhood  instincts. 
A  pop]  of  water,  a  moving  vehicle  say  the  same 
things  to  boys  everywhere.  But,  alas!  the  City 
Mall  fountain  is  a  poor  substitute  for  the  old 
swimming  hole  we  country  boiys  knew,  as  a 
Fifth  Avenue  'bus  is  a  poor  substitute  for  Bill 
Jones'  pung.

spilled  our  coffee— later,  one  firm  as  the  rock 
on  which  it  stood.    "^ 

His  greatest  triumph,  though,  was  an  ar- 
rangement for  sleeping.  In  Cleveland  he 
spoke  of  a  harnmock  slung  in  a  tent  to  sleep 
in;  but  1  warned  him  of  the  rock  and  did  my 
best  to  pei-suade  him  of  a  camp  bed.  It  was  of 
no  use;~  he  brought  his  hammock,  knit  his 
brows  at  sight  of  the  waste  of  rock,  accepted 
his  discomfort  with  a  laugh,  and  set  all  ihe  en- 
gines of  his  brain  going  for  relief.

1  could  hear  its  breathing,  see  the  quiver  of  the 
frame  as  its  paws  Avorked.  Then  sometliing 
stirred  the  muscle*  of  my  arm.    .    .    . 

When  I  paddled  in,  there  stood  the  con- 
traption for  slinging  the  hammock — admirably 
suited  for  it,  slender,  ugly  and  unbreakable, 
and  the  material  the  floatings  of  Georgian 
Bay! 

The  smoke  of  the  evening  fire  was  rising 
through  the  pines,  and  from  the  shore  where 
Jones  was  dipping  a  bucket  of  water  came 
part  of  the  song  that  had  stuck  in  his  mind 
all  of  the  afternoon:

Then  a  sound  more  awful  than  any  yet;  child 
as  I  was,  I  knew  what  it  meant.  But  before  1 
was  aware  of  what  had  happened,  the  boat  was 
high  on  a  flat  rock,  broken  clean  in  two;  the 
great  wave  had  roared  back  into  the  night;

For  the  fisherman,  from  January  until, No- 
vember !.?,  the  bill  of  fare  is:  Grilse,  salmon,

black  bass.  Spring  Salmon  and  cohoe  com- 
prise the  principal  varieties  of  native  salmon, 
and  there  have-  been  a  few  Atlantic  salmon 
transplanted  here,  some  of  which  have  been 
taken  on  the  liy. 

Ducks,  geese,  brant  and  snipe  aTe  found  in 
various  portions  of  the  Island;  brant  shooting 
being  especially  good  on  the  sandy  spits  of 
the  C:iulf  Islands  adjacent  to  Victoria.  This 
class  of  shooting  requires  decoys  and  a  blind, 
and  at  times  splendid  sport  can  be  bad.  Duck 
shooting  ranges  from  the'  coast  shootiog  to

Pheasant  shooting  is  in  a  class  by  itself  of 
the  sport  to  be  had  near  Victoria.  Only  cock 
pheasants  are  allowed  to  be  shot.  They  are 
the  ring-neck  Chinese  pheasants,  and  dozens 
of  these  magniticent  birds  will  be  found  inside 
the  limits  of  the  adjoining  municipalities  of 
Oak  Bay  and  Esquimau,  particularly  in  Oak 
Bav.  From  .Nanaimo,  on  the  East  Coast,  and 
taking  in  the  South  and  Southwestern  districts 
of  Colwood,  Metchosin  and  Sooke,  these  birds 
are  foimd,  and  they  certainly  afford  rare  sport. 
A  good  dog  is  almost  a  necessity  in  pheasant 
shooting,  as  the  old  cocks  are  very  wary,  and 
the  young  ones  seem  to  be  fully  educated  M'ith- 
in  two  or  three  days  after  the  opening  of  the 
season  on  October  l. 

A  pheasant  is  an  awkward  bird  to  shoot, 
and,  in  spite  of  his  large  size,  is  frequently

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Vancouver  Island  is  about  equal  in  size  to 
Switzerland;  it  is, twice  a?  large  as  Wales,  thirty 
per  cent  larger  than  Belgium,  nearly  tw|ce  u 
niip  itTli^issachusett^  and  jtai&ey  U»a»  MassjU ' 
Chusetts,  Connecticut  arid  Rhode  Island  com- 
bined.  It  is  the  largest^ of  an  archipelago  of 
thousands  of  large  arid  small  islands,  some  in 
Canada  and  srome  in  the  United  States,  which 
crowd  around  the  entrance  to  Puget  Sound 
and  the  Gulf  of  Georgia.  Everywhere  along 
the  Coast  rads:the>vista  is  one  of  sea  and  is- 
lands,  and  in  the  near  distance  the  snow-capped 
ranges  of  the  Olympic,  Cascade  and  Coast 
ranges  on  the  Washington-  or  British  Columbia 
Mainland. 

Victoria,  situated  almost  at  tiic  extreme 
Southern  end  of  Vancouver  Island,  is  the  mo- 
toring centre;  it  is  one  of  those  cities  which 
claim  to -possess  per  capita  the  largest  number 
of  motor  cars.  Certainly  there  are  a  great 
many,  and  the  well  paved  streets  and- alluring 
country  roads  stretching  away  from  the  <  city 
have  undoubtedly  been  the  chief  factor  ".rri,  en- 
abling the  garage  man  to  make  his  .males'.- 

Victoria  is  the  Capital  of  British  Columbia, 
and  as  in  ancient  days  "All  ro;Ul5  Icavf  to 
Rome,"  so,  on  Vancouver  Island,  all  roads  lead 
from  the  Parhament  Buildings,  the  seat  of  the 
Government  of  British  Columbia! 

At  one  corner  of  the  Parliament  Buildings 
^grounds  stands  a  simple  sign-post,  on  which  is 
ihscrlbed  the  words  "Island  Highway"  and  a 
sign  indicating  North  direction.  This  is.  the 
most  Southerly  post  on  the  Island's  main  road, 
the  Island  Highway.  This  road  stretches  away 
North  for  175  miles  to  its  present  Northern  ter- 
minus, Ciirtipbell  River;  this  is  not  far  South  of 
Seymour  Narrows,  where  the  shores  of  Va'n- 
couver  Island  approach  closest  to  the  Canadian 
Mainland,  and  where  it  is  hoped  that  in  the 
near  future  both  the  railways  and  highways  of 
Vancouver  Island  will  connect  with  the  conti- 
nental systems  by  a  series  of  great  bridges. 

Along  the  Island  Highway  every  variety  of 
scenery  may  be  seen,  following  one  another  in 
rapid  succession,  in  a  manner  almost  similar 
to  parts  of  Europe  and  (ireat  Britain,  though 
with  .plunges  into  d«nse  wilderness,  forests  and 
ith  frequent  seascapes  of  islands  and  snow- 
:ii  i.  i  luounfain  ntiiges  that  are  certainly  un- 
excelled, if  equalled,  l^y  tlie  famous  beauty- 
spots  of  European  tours.  A  section  of  this  road 
consists  of  what  is  knewn  as  the  Malahal  Drive; 
this  is  a  local  name  for  a  seventeen-mile 
stretch  ,of  mountain  near  the  Siuitliern  end 
of  the  Island  Highway.  On  the  Malahal  Drive, 
at  a  spot  a  little  over  twenty  miles  out  from 
Victoria  may  be  seen  a  view  which  auto  world 
tourists  claim  is  the  absolute  realization  o( 
scenic  magnificence.  The  motor  tourist's  aulo 
is  standing  on  a  good  road  at  an  elevation  ol 
i,.^()()  feet  above  the  sea,  with  easy  grjides  "both 
behind  and  in  front  of  him,  and  the  view  he 
sees  has  been  described  by  one  authori'ty  as 
follows: 

"The  viou'  from  this  point  on  a  clear  da\ 
beggars  description  in  its  grandeur.  Far  off 
on  the  right  of  the  hori/on  Mount  liaker  may 
be  seen  on  the  Washington  shore,  while  to  the 
left  the  hazy  smoke  rises  above  Vancouver  on 
the  Mainland,  a  good  seventy  miles  away.  Al- 
most a  sheer  drop  below,  over  an  evergreen 
(rings  of  tree-tops,  lies  Saanich  Inlet,  upon 
which  the  steamers  and  ships  appear  but  pin- 
bubbles  on  the  dark  waters.  The  busy  little 
town  of  Sidney  on  the  Saanich  peninsula  is  to 
be  seen,  as  is  San  Juan  Island,  scene  of  the 
historic  Canadian-American  ""dispute  of  the 
lo's,  mid-channel  between  Vancouver  Island 
and  the  Wasliington  shore.  It  is  truly  an  im- 
pressive panorama,  which  once  seen  will  linger 
long  in  memory,  and  is  alone  well  worth  the 
trip  to  Vancouver  Island  to  see." 

Other  fine  runs  from  Victoria  is  the  one  to 
Alberni,  l3o  miles;  the  rugged  scenery  in  the 
vicinity  of  Cameron  Lake  and  crossing  the 
Beaufort  Range  l)eing  particularly  fine.  The

land  of"  British  Columbia,  by  steamer  fiffi^. 
The  citizens  of  Vancouver  Island  are  convinced 
tliat  the  unity  of  the  Canadian  Federation  will 
not  be  complete  until  the  Atlantic  and  Pacific 
shores  are  linked  together  by  a  road,  free  to 
all,  stretching,  from  ocean  to  ocean.  With  this 
ambition  tlie  British  Columbia  Government  is 
in  thorough  accord,  with  the  result  that,  re- 
gardless of  what  action  the  Dominion  Gov- 
ernment may  or  may  not  take,  it  wHl  be  pos- 
sible to  tour  comfortably  across  British  Colum- 
bia from  'East  to  West  within  the  next  two  or 
three  years.  The  Victoria  Motor  Association 
has  offered  two  gold  medals,  one  for  tlie  first 
car  to  cover  the  distance  between  Winnipeg 
and  Victoria,  and  the  other  for  the  first  be- 
^  tween  Louisburg,  Nova  Scqtia  .and  Victoria. 
Visiting  motorists  should  note  that  the  rules 
o\  the  road  in  British  Columbia  and  on  Van- 
couver Island  are  the  exact  opposite  to  else- 
where on  fhe  American  Continent.

Tu  the  sportsman  whose  fancy  turns  to 
the  gun  and  rod  there  Is  probably  no  city  in 
North  America  where  the  opportunities  are  so 
varied  as  Victoria,  British  Columbia,  Canada. 
From  January  to  December  there  is  jimI  a 
month  in  which  some  kind  of  sport  is  not  ob- 
tainable for  the  angler  or  the  shooter. 

One  of  the  reasons  for  this  is  that  the 
weather  during  the  whole  year  has  no  extremes 
J  of  either  heat"  or  cold,  the  lakes  do  not  freeze 
over,  with  the  exception  of  very  small  lakes 
in  the  mountains  and  foothills,  and  there  is 
no  heavy  fall  of  snow  lasting  long  enough  to 
interfere  with  sport. 

From  January  till  November  there  is  both 
fishing  and  shooting;  trout  fishing  closing  No- 
vember A  5;   December   31,    pheasant,   grouse 


although  they  are  ffiuch  more  plentiful  iwo 

;j)r  three  weeks  before.    At  %is  early  period; 

/however,  they  are  hot  yer  fully  grown,  and  it 
is  a  very  wise  provision  of  the  game  laws  which 
provides  for  their  protection  until  September 
15,  lam  not  certain  but  that  a  limitation  of 
the  shooting  to  three  weeks,  beginning  Septem- 
ber 25,  would  not  be  a  good  provision,  as  they 
are  a  grand  game  bird  and  should  be  protected 
and  encouraged  in  every  waylpossible. 

Blue  grouse  shooting  brings  in   its  wake 

v.a  more  or  less  strenuous  amount  of  mountain 
climbing;  but  they  are  not  a  hard  bird  to  shopt 
on  the  win§,  except  when  they  have  been 
flushed  by  someone  else  and  are  going  down  a 
mountain  or  hill  side,  having  a  good  start.  At 
such  times  they  go  swiftly  enough  to  test  the 
marksmanship  of  the  best  shots.  But  with 
good  dogs  and  plenty  of  time  to  prepare  for 
the  shot  the  blue  grouse  does  not  present  a 
ditficult  mark  to  the  average  fair  shot. 

They  are  very  toothsome  eatings  and,  ow- 
ing to  their  habif  of  flying  into  the  trees  early 
in  the  season,  they  make  an  easy  mark  for 
the  pot  hunter  or  the  boy  who  is  not  a  skilled 
<lK)t.  They  also  have  a  habit  of  silting  on 
1  lid  rocks  early  in -the  season,  and  can  be 

picked  off  by  the  novice  v\(ith  the  greatest  ease. 
In  this  respect,  to  wit.  a  confiding  nature,  they 
are  vastly  different  from  the  willow  grouse, 
which  is  the  true  rutTled  grouse  in  Canada. 

This  latter  bird  is  one  of  the  swiftest  fly- 
ing and  most  difTicuU  birds  to  bag  in  North 
America,  Its  habit  of  darting  swiftly  to  one 
side,  putting  any  obstruction,  such  as  a  tree  or 
a  rock,' between  it  and  the  sportsman,  often 
saves  it  from  the  best  shots.  Frequenting  for 
the  most  part  the  d^ense  timber  and  thickets,  a 
good  deal  of  the  shooting  of  this  bird  is  true 
snap  shooting.  The  willow  grouse  is  a  beau- 
tiful bird,  and  over  good  dogs  the  sport  is  con- 
sidered by  many  to  be  the  finest  obiainable 
on  the  Island,

Ten  Greatest  Modern  Inventions 


The  Scientific  .American  recently  opened  a 
competition  for  essays  on  the  subject,  "What 
are  the  Ten  Greatest  Inventions  of  Our 
Time?"  A  great  number  of  interesting  and 
valuable  articles  was  received  by  that  journal, 
which  submitted  tliem  to  expejt  judges,  with 
tlie  result  thut  the  first  prize  was  awarded  to 
Mr.  William  J.  Wyman.  of  Washington,  D.  C. 
Summarizing,  Mr.  Wyman  says: 

"In  making  a  selection  from  the  be- 
wikieringly  opulent  array  of  creative  activities 
of  the  period,  only  such  inventions  were  in- 
cluded as  were  most  revolutionary  in  charac- 
ter in  the  broadest  fields,  which  affected  most 
our  mode  of  living,  or  which  opened  up  the 
largest  new  sources  of  wealth.  So  weighing 
the  merits  of  the  different  inventions,  it  ij;  con*- 
eluded  that  the  ten  greatest  and  their  approx- 
imate date  of  sucessful  commercial  introduc- 
tion are:  (1)  Electric  furnace,  1889;  (2) 
steam  turbine,  1894;  (3)  gasoline  automobile, 
1890;  (4)  moving  pictures,  1893;  (S)  wire- 
less telegraphy,  1900;  (6)  aeroplane,  19p6; 
(7)  cyanide  process,  1890;  (8)  linotype  ma- 
chine,' 1890;  (9)  induction  motor,  1890; 
(10)    electric  welding,    1889. 

"The  date  of  commercial  introduction  is 
held  to  be  that  from  which  orderly  and  con- 
tinuous development  proceeded." 

In  reviewing  the  inventions  of  th£  last 
twenty-five  years,  the  writer  mentions  the  ac- 
ceptance of  electrical  transportation,  the  high 
power  generation  and  transmis.slon  of  elec- 
tricity, the  advance  in  building  due  to  structural 
steel  and  re-inforced  concrete,  smokeless  pow- 


der, high  speed  steel,  contact  making  of  sul- 
phuric acid,  electrolytic  refining  of  copper, 
emergency  brakes,  automatic  telephone  ex- 
change, centrifugal  cream  separator,  Tungsten 
lamp,  oil  motor  and  armor  plate. 

Atier  reading  the  winning  essay,  it  is  al- 
most impo.ssible  to  avoid  speculating  on  the 
probable  inventions  of  the  next  twenty-live 
years.  The  past  century  witness<^d  the  per- 
fection and  introduction  o(  more  valuable  in- 
ventions than  the  preceding  thousand  years, 
when  man's  energies  and  activities  were  prin- 
cipally devoted  to  war,  to  political  intrigues 
and  to  religious  fanaticisni.  It  is  not  boasting 
to  say  that  in  the  next  twenty-five  years  Can- 
adian inventors  will  introduce,  and  Canadian 
manufacturers  will  make,  articles  the  perfec- 
tion of  which  will  mark  great  strides  in  scieiv 
tific  and  industrial  progress.  At  the  end  of  thai 
time  Canada  should  be  far  from  her  old  posi- 
tion, that  of  a  raw  material  producing  country, 
and  should  have  a  vast,  interwoven  and  inter- 
dependent system  of  manufacturing,  co-operat- 
ing with  agriculture,  consuming  nearly  all  of 
those  raw  materials  which  have  been  hitherto 
exported,  and  giving  employment  to  thousands 
of  highly  skilled  workers.

Pheasgnty'-afe  most  delicious  birds  on  the  — 
table,  being,  as  a  matter  ot  fact,  of  the  tuikc\ 
tribe.  They  take  to  the  most  impenetrable 
timber  when  alarmed,  and  nothing  but  a  good 
dog  will  dislodge  them.  They  are  found  in 
the  fields,  in  the  fence  corners  and  sometimes 
right  in  the  heart  of  the  timber  itself. 

The  valley  quail,  imported  from  Califon}ia, 
are  found  in  great  numbers  on  the  Southern 
portion  of  the  Island,  ai>d  are  more  or  less 
plentiful  along  the  East  Coast  and  Southern 
central  portions  of  the  Island.  They  are  found 
in  bevies  of  from  twenty-five  to  sometimes  200 
birds,  and  a  good  dog  is  particularly  necessary 
in  the  start.  Valley  quail  do  not,  as  a  rule,  lay 
well  to  the  dogs  until  they  get  well  scattered. 
They  have  one  bad  habit  of  flying  into  trees  • 
in"  the  thickest  part  of  the  timber  they  can 
find,  which  makes  shooting  them  exceedingly 
dillicult  sometimes. 

They  also  have  a  way  of  running  after 
they  drop,  and  are  altogether  very  capable  of 
taking  care  of  themselves.  They  are  very 
line  eating,  and,  while  swift  on  the  wing,  are  ' 
not  any  harder  to  shoot  than  the  ordinary  bob 
white  quail.  With  a  first-rate  dog,  and  one 
thoroughly  trained  to  retrieve,  fine  sport  can 
be  had  close  to  Victoria  with  these  birds.  Oc- 
tober 1,  pheasants,  both  varieties  of  grouse, 
quail  and  waterfowl,  as  well  as  deer,  are  all 
in  season,  and  it  is  not  uncommon  to  make  a 
bag  one  day  covering  three  or  four  varieties 
of  game. 

While  snipe  are  not  Coniinon  throughout 
the  Island,  there  are  a  number  of  places  where 
several  couples  of  these  swift  and  erratic  fly- 
ing birds  may  be  picked  up  during  the  course 
of  a  day's  shooting;  they  commonly  come  in 
during  the  evening  on  the  low  lying  flats  in 
the  land  next  to  the  coast. 

The  Hungarian  partrid;si.'  ■  a  i''i^i  which 
has  been  introduced  with  considerable  .success 
on  Vancouver  Island,  and  several  good  coveys 
are  to  be  found  close  to  Victoria,  although  at 
the  present  time  they  are  strictly  protected. 

•Trout  fishing  is  at  its  best  early  in  the  sea- 
?!on,  and  within  two  hours'  ride  of  Victoria 
there  are  several  localities  where  good  sport 
can  be  had.  This  is  not  to  say  that  good 
sport  can  always  be  had,  but  there  are  several 
^  thoroughly  good  streams  to  be  reached  Uom 
*  Victoria  within  this  time,  and  which  yield  well- 
filled  creels  to  the  skillful  angler  during  the  sea- 
son. 

British  Columbia  salmon  are  caught  both 
with  the  tly  and  the  spoon,  and  the  expert  with 
a_  spinning  bait  will  be  able  to  kill  many  a 
large  fish  in  the  rivers.  By  taking  a  boat  or 
launch  from  Victoria's  Inner  Harbor  during 
the  season,  anyone  with  very  "little  experience 
will  be  able  to  catch  salmon  in  the  outside  wa- 
ters, trolling  either  with  a  hand-line  or  with 
a  rod  and  reel.  Some  very  fine  fish  have  been 
caught  in  this  way,  the  largest  being  a  trifle 
over  fifty  pounds!'  During  the  run  of  coho 
salmon  fine  sport  can  be  obtained  with  a  light 
rod  and  reel,  as  these  fish  are  very  gamey, 
although  not  running  so  large  as  the  spring  sal- 
mon, they  fight  wickedly  and  give  excellent 
sport. 

To  look  for  a  moment  at  another  field  of 
spnrt — Golf.  It  will  be  seen  that  Victoria  and 
vicinity  is  not  lacking  in  the  provision  for  this 
grand  old  game.  The  Victoria  Golf  Club  is 
the  oldest  on  the  Pacific  Coast  and  ranks  as 
the  St,  Andrew's  of  the  Pacific,  its  eighteen-- 
hole  course  is  famous.  Then,  the 
United  Serivce  Club  has  a  nice  nine- 
hole  course,  and  a  new  course  just 
being  opened  at  Colwood,  near  Victoria, 
with  eighteen  holes,  will  be  made  the  finest 
golf  course  in  the  American  Northwest.

Old-titm  Farming  Methods 


HE  history,   rise  and   progress  of 
the  cultivation  of  the  soil  for  ag- 
ricultural purposes  may  be  easily 
traced   from   the   first   period    of 
time,   and   it  has  been,   more  or 
less,  the  subject  of  attention  in  every  nation 
and  age  of  the  world.     It  has  been  reported, 
and  with  what  truth  we  know  not,  that  agri- 
culture was  introduced  among  the  Europeans 
by  Ceres,  the  Queen  of  Sicily,  and  the  art  was 
in  very  high  repute  when  the  Romans  were  at 
the   highest   state   of  their  luxurious   era.      It 
gradually  crept  through  France  and  found  its 
way  into  Britain  by  the  agency  of  the  monas- 
teries,   which   were  managed   by   monks   who 
had   received    their   education    in   France,      it 
soon  extended   through  tlie  country,   and   the 
tirst  person  who  distinguished,  himself  by  his 
attention  to  husbandry  was  Sir  Walter  of  Hen- 
ley, an  educated  man,  who  had  charge  of  one 
of  the  manors  connected  with  Canterbury  Ca- 
thedral,    His  treatise  gives  a  fairly  complete 
picture  of  the  system  of  estate  management  at 
this  early  age   (1200-I30u).     Robert  Grosse- 
teste,  Bishop  of  Lincoln,  about  this  period,  also 
"^ed  a  set  of  rules  about  estate  management. 
!e  studied  at  the  University  of  Paris,  and  his 
treatise  was  copied  and  used  as  a  textbook  for 
quite  two  centuries  after  his  death.     Next  came 
John  Fitzherbert,  who  wrote  the  lirst  English 
treatise     on    practical     husbandry.       He     was 
twelfth  Lord  of  the  Manor  of  iNorbury,  in  Der- 
byshire,   and    elder    brother    of    Sir    Anthony 
Fitzherbert,  Judge  of  the  Common  Pleas.     He 
wrote  from  his  own  experience  of  more  than 
forty  years,  and  excepting  his  biblical  allusions 
and  some  comments  on  the  superstitions  tjf  the 
Roman    writers    about  the    influence  of    (he 
moon,    there   is   very   little   in   his   work   that 
should  be  omitted — and  not  a  great  deal  that 
need   he  added  so  far  as  regards  the  culture 
of  corn — in  a  manual  of  husbandry  adapted 
to  the  present  time.     This  book  first  appeared 
in   LS23.     l3oomsday  Book  describes  the  agri- 
cultural aspect  of  the  kingdom  after  the  Nor- 
man conquest  as  being  generally  in  uninclosed 
pasturage  or  covered  with  vast  tracts  ofiforest 
and  unproductive  coppice.     Much  of  the  other- 
wise waste  land  was  given  over  to  the  monas- 
teries, and  it  was  under  the  protection  afforded 
by  the  religious  houses,   the  abbots  of  which 
paid  more  altentioii  to  the  moral  and  material 
welfare  of  their  dependent.s,  that  the  lands  be- 
longing  to    Ihem    wore    better    cultivated    and 
more  thickly  inhabited  than  the  estates  belong- 
ing to  the  feudal  lords,  and  thus  ti^e  ea.rliest 
improvements   in    English   husbandry   must   be 
ascribed   to   their  skill   and   industry. 

The  various  operatit»n?  nf  husbandry,  as 
manuring,  ploughing,  sowing,  harrowing,  reap- 
ing,  threshing,  winnowing  are  all   incidentally 
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mentioned  as  in  for^^Fthat  time;  and  their 
methods  appea/  to  be  but  little  singular  or  dif- 
ferent from  modern  practice  in  old-fashioned 
parts  of  England,  where  I  have  seen  the  flail 
used,  the  shepherd  carrying  a  sheep  round  his 
neck  and  pigs  being  fed  on  beech  nuts,  and 
where  sowing  by  hand  in  the  fields  is  quite  a 
common  sight  in  Spring. 

The  dissolution  of  the  monasteries  at  the 
Reformation  was  unfavorable  to  the  farmer, 
for  not  only  Were  the  immediate  tenants  of  the 
monks  generally  better  circumstanced  tlian 
those  of  the  laymen,  but  the  tithes  which  fell 
into  the  hands  of  lay  appropriators  were  levied 
with  far  greater  vigor  than  when  they  belonged 
exclusively  to  the  clergy.  Agriculture,  how- 
ever, continued  to  advance,  and  an  increase  in 
prosperity,  in  which  the  whole  community 
partook,  was  consequent  upon  improved  forms 
of  cultivation.  Evidence  of  the  fact  is  ad- 
duced from  the  increased  product  of  the  land, 
for  even  then  some  twenty  bushels  of  wheat 
and  rye,  tliirty-six  of  barley  and  thirty-two  of 
oats  could  be  expected  from  an  acre  of  well- 
tilled  ground.  The  Held  culture  of  roots  and 
sowed  grasses  was  still,  however,  unknown,  and 
the  system  of  tillage  on  the  best  lands  was  con- 
Inied  to  alternate  crop  and  fallow.  Cattle  and 
sheep  were  killed  only  in  Summer,  the  greater 
portion  of  the  Winter  meat  being  salted.  The 
high  price  of  labor  and  the  conversion  of  so 
much  land  gave  rise  to  different  impolitic  stat- 
utes, pr(Jiibiting  the  exportation  of  corn, 
checking  the  production  of  sheep  by  restricting 
an  ownership  to  2,000  head;  this  led  to  the 
necessity  of  resuming  the  plough  and  again  re- 
storing pastures  to  culture.  The  breeding  of 
horses  was  rnuch  encouraged,  and  some  of  our 
recognised  types  of  today  date  their  beginning 
from  that  time.  The  vast  number  of  parks  in 
the  kingdom  was  complained  oL  One  writer 
says:  "There  are  a  hundred  in  E.ssex  alone, 
where  almost  nothing  is  kept  but  wild  and  sav- 
age beasts  cherished  for  pleasure  and  delight," 
that  "if  the  world  last  a  while  at  this  rate, 
wheat  and  rye  will  be  as  grain  for  poor  man 
to  feed  on.'' 

The  practice  of  agriculture,  however  rude 
in  early  times,  soon  a.ssumed  a  very  different 
character  among  the  most  domestic  nations. 
Not  to  mention  the  peculiarities  of  implemenis, 
domestic  animals  and  the  various  kinds  of  cul- 
ture and  management  requisite  for  the  differ- 
ent countries  and  climates  of  the  world,  the 
local  variations  requisite  even  in  Britain  are  so 
considerable  that  a  farmer  whose  experience 
and  (observation  has  been  confined  to  one  dis- 
trict, may  be  comparatively  unlit  to  exerci.se 
his  knowledge  in  another.  At  one  time  only 
men  of  humble  station  cultivated  the  land  for 
profit,  but  now  men  of  rank  indulge  in  it  for 


taste  and  recreation,  and  magnificent  displays 
of  the  art  have  been  made  by  great  landed  pro- 
prietors. These  circumstances  may  be  said  to 
have  raised  the  pursuit  to  a  dignified  state. 

Such,  then,  is  the  origin,  the  extent,  the 
importance  and  the  interest  of  the  subject  of 
agriculture,  about  which,  perhaps,  there  is  no 
trade  or  occupation  which  requires  such  great- 
ly varied  knowledge.  The  many  volumes 
whicli  have  been  v/ritten  upon  agriculture  may 
satisfy  us,  though,  amongst  the  most  learned 
nations,  written  advice  has  never  been  regard- 
ed as  a  matter  of  great  importance  to  (he  av- 
erage cultivator.  It  was  thus  the  magniloquent 
Burke  wrote,  and  he  ought  to  have  blushed 
when  he  penned  the  words:  "How  can  he  get 
wisdom  thai  holdeth  the  plough  and  that  glor- 
ieth  in  the  goad,  that  drivelh  oxen  and  is  oc- 
cupied in  their  labors,  and  whose  talk  is  of 
bullocks.?"— D.  McD,  in  The  Field.

Printed  chiffon,  particularly  the  patterns  with 
huge  buiders  of  brightly  colored  flowers,  are 
having  a  great  vogue,  and  some  of  the  very 
prettiest  afternoon  models  seen  have  been 
decorated  with  them.

stilute  for  eggi,  and,  in  many  food  combina- 
tions, they  succeed  admirably.  In  frying  oys- 
ters, when  eggs  are  high  priced,  the  oysters 
will  be  found  most  acceptalole  if  rolled  in  corn- 
meal  before  frying,  or  dipped  in  corn-starch 
moistened  with  milk  to  the  consistency  of  bat- 
ter. 


NUT  BISCUIT 

Two  cups  of  flour.  '4  teaspoon  of  salt.  1 
lieaping  teaspoon  of  baking  powder,  1  large 
tablespoon  of  butter,  I  cup  of  chopped  nuts, 
4  tablespoons  of  sugar,  milk  to  make  soft 
doiigh. 

Sift  the  flour,  salt  and  baking  powder  to- 
gether. Rub  in  the  shortening  and  the  nuts 
chopped  very  fine.  Add  the  sugar  and  enough 
milk  to  make  a  biscuit  dough.  Shape  with  the 
hands  into  small  balls,  place  w^ll  apart  on 
greased  pans,  brush  tops  with  milk,  sprinkle 
some  of  the  chopped  nuts  OH' top  and  bake  in 
a  hot  oven. 

The  tops  may  be  covered  with  sugar  and 
water  icing  if  desired  \Vhen  ba^^ed,  or  they  may 
be  split  and  jelly  put  between  Hie  halves.  They 
are  also  delicious  just  served  hot  with  butter. 


EGOLESS  DOUGHNUTS 

One  cup  of  sugar,  2  tablespoons  of  incited 
butter,  dash  of  nutmeg,  1 ,'  j  cups  of  sweet 
milk,  1  teaspoon  of  salt,  ' -  cup  of  sour  milk, 
(sour  cream  preferred),  '  j  teaspoon  of  soda, 
1  >j  teaspoon  of  baking  powder,  flour  to  roll 
out. 

Roll  out  one-fourth  of  an  inch  thick  and 
fry  in  deep,  hot  fat. 


TWO  WINTER  DESSERTS 

Take'  a  light  sponge-cake.  Cut  this  in 
three-inch  squares  and  place  in  centre  of  small 
plates.  On  top  put  one  large  spoonful  of 
whipped  cream,  and  in  centre  of  cream  lay  a 
half  apricot  with  outside  up.  This  dessert  has 
much  the  appearance  of  poached  eggs  on 
toast,  and  is  both  attractive  and  delicious.  For 
the  other,  make  a  lemon  gelatin.  Put  in  mould. 
When  congealed,  turn  out  of  mould  in  centre 
of  platter.  Around  this  put  your  cream,  which 
has  been  whipped  stiti",  and  on  edge  of  cream 
form  a  circle  of  sections  of  peaches.  This  des- 
sert-should  be  served  at  the  table. 


EGG  BALLS  FOR  SOUP 

Rub  the  yolks  of  three  or  four  hard-boiled 
egg^  to  a  smooth  paste  with  very  little  melted 
butter,  pepper  and  salt.  To  these  add  two  raw- 
eggs,  beaten  liglit,  and  enough  flour  to  hold 
the  paste  together.  Make  into  balls  with 
llourcd  hands  and  set  in  a  cool  place  until  just 
before  your  soup  comes  olT,  when  put  in  care- 
fulb,    and  boil  one  minute.     Very  nice  indeed. 


DATE  FUDGE 

Quarter  pound  of  dates,  two  cupfuls  of 
sugar,  one-half  cup  of  milk,  two  squares  of 
chocolate,  one  teaspoonful  of  vanilla,  one 
heaping  teaspoonful  of  butter. 

Stone  the  dates  and  cut  them  into  small 
pieces.  Mix  the  sugar,  butter  and  milk  and 
add  the  chocolate  in  broken  pieces.  Boil  for 
live  minutes.  Remove  from  fire  and  add  the 
dates  and  vanilla.-'  Stir  till  creamy  and  turn 
into  a  buttered  pan.  When  cool,  cut  as  de- 
sired. 


CURRANT  MARMALADE  PUDDING 

1-our  oz.  bread  crumbs,  4  oz,  suet,  4  oz. 
sugar,  4  oz.  marmalade.  4  oz,  currants,  2  ozs. 
flour,  2  eggs,   Vj  teacupful  milk. 

Mix  ^11  the  ingredients  together;  grease  a 
pudding  basin  or  mould  with  butter  and  dust 
with  sugar>  Put  in  the  mixture,  cover  with 
greased  paper,  and  steam  3  hours.

It  has  been  very  cold  in  Trance  this  Winter.

There  are  rumors  from  London  of  disagreement 
between'  Hon.  Winston  Churchill  and  Hon,  Lloyd 
George.  Mr.  Churchill,  it  is  said,  is  determined  to  get 
money  for  four  Dreadnoughts.  .More  has  been  spent 
this  year  than  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  has 
provided.  Mr.  George  does  not  hesitate  to  condemn 
the  governments  of  Europe,  including  Great  Britain, 
forthe  immense  suins  spent  in  battleships.  Both 
ministers  talk  more  than  is  the  custom  among  great 
Statesmen  in  the  Motherland,  but  each  has  shown 
that  he  can  give  way  when  convinced  that  his  policy 
was  mistaken. 


Botha,  the  soldier  Premier  of  South  Africa,  has 
banished  and  deported  the  strike  leaders  who  under- 
took to  bring  all  industry  to  a  standstill  in  that  Do- 
minion. Labor  leaders  in  Great  Britain  condemn  the 
act  as  tyrannical.  The  old  Dutch  leader  had  a  hard 
task  to  perform.  There  is  still  much  bitter  feeling 
between  the  English  and  Dutch  citizens  of  the  Soutii 
African  confederacy.  There  are  native  laborers  who 
far  exceed  the  whites  in  number,  and  there  is  trouble 
in  one  of  the  provinces.  Natal,  with  the  Hindus.  It  is 
hard  to  tell  what  horrors  might  have  followed  had  the 
agitators  been  allowed  to  remain  free  to  stir  up  strife. 


German  officers  are  to  coinmand  the  Turkish 
army.  Tlie  chief  of  these  is  a  Lieutenant-General 
Linian  von  Sanders,  who  will  take  the  title  of  Liman 
Pasha.  Under  him  is  a  staff  of  two  German  colonels, 
four  majors,  two  other  officers  and  an  army  doctor. 
Russia  is  angry  and  the  other  nations  of  Europe  not 
too  well  pleased  at  thi.s  arrangement,  which,  it  is 
feared,  will  give  Germany  too  much  power.  The 
Turks  explain  that  it  was  formerly  very  difficult  to 
keep  the  army  from  taking  sides  in  politics.  One 
thing  is  certain:  Turkey  is  likely  very  soon  to  have 
an  army  that  will  protect  her  small  territory  from 
her  ambitious  neighbors.  The  common  soldiers  are 
brave,  and  German  officers  take  a  pride  in  their 
work.  Already  Germany  and  the  sister  kingdom, 
Austria,  have  inuch  influence  in  the  Balkans.  Tur- 
key's plan  will  not  lessen  it. 


In  the  negro  republic  of  Hayti  there  has  been  a, 
revolution.  The  president,  whose  name  was  Oreste, 
has  taken  refuge  on  a  German  warship.  There  was 
lighting  in  the  streets  of  Port  au  Prince,  and  Captain 
Russell,  of  the  South  Carolina,  a  United  States  war- 
ship, will  take  the  lead  in  seeing  that  order  is  restored. 
Trench  and  German  warships  have  aJso  come  to  pro- 
tect the  helpless  people  from  the  soldiers.  The  in- 
habitants of  Hayti  have  not  lately  shown  much  ability 
to  govern  themselves,  though  they  are  not  much 
worse  than  their  neighbors  in  the  little  republics  of 
Central  America. 


Sir  Edward  Holden,  a  famous  London  banker, 
\\  arns  the  people  of  Canada  that  they  are  spending 
too  much  money,  and  that  they  ought  to  he  careful 
not  to  spend  so  much.  He  tells  those  who  have 
money  to  lend  that  when  Canada  needs  money  and 
can  give  good  security  they  should  not  refuse  loans, 
pid  Sir  Edward  mean  that  most  people  must  stop 
building  big  houses,  wearing  fine  clothes  and  driving 
motor  cars,  but  that  roa".;  necessary  for  the  cultiva- 
tion of  their  farms,  harbors  to  shelter  ships,  and  ma- 
chinery to  work  mines  known  to  be  rich  were  safe- 
investments?  It  looks  very  much  as  if  boys  and 
girls  all  over  C^anatta  must  prepare  to  work  as  their 
grandmothers  and  grandfathers  did;  There  are  too 
many  people  in  these  days  whose  work  does  not  en- 
rich  the  country. 


Premier  McBride  told  the  Farmers'  Convention, 
which  met  in  Victoria  on  Monday,  that  when  the  Uni- 
versity of  Britisti  Columbia  was  opened  in  the  Fall 
of  1915.  there  would  be  an  Agricultural  College  to 
which  the  farmers  could  send  their  sons  and  daugh- 
ters. This  is  good  news.  The  people  of  British  Co- 
lumbia must  learn  to  make  the  best  use  possible  of 
the  land  they  have.  In  every  country  farming  is  now 
calling  for  knowledge  and  skill  as  well  as  industry, 
but  these  are  even  more  needed  in  a  province  tra- 
versed by  great  mountain  ranges.  Farming  even  on 
the  most  fertile  land  has  become  an  occupation  need- 
ing not  only  strength  and  industry,  but  skill  and 
knowledge.

railways  are  very  hard  to  build.  The  work,  for 
which  510,000,000  is  granted,  will  be  in  charge  of 
Lieutenant-Colonel  Sibert,  who  was  seconci,  in  com- 
mand under  Colonel  Goethals  in  Panama.  If  the.  rail- 
way is  built  as  well  as  the  canal  was,  it  will  be  a 
great  thing  for  the  people  of -Alaska,  for  the  health 
and  the  well-being  of  every  man  employed  on  the 
great  task  will  be  c^ired  for.  Tlie  citizens  of  Seattle 
are  rejoiced  over  a  measure  which  will  make  their 
city  very  prosperous,  for  it  will  open  up  the  coal 
lields  and  copper  mines  as  well  as  other  resources  in 
that   vast   territory. 


The  Farmers'  Convention,  which  met  in  Victoria 
last  week,  was  one  of  the  most  useful  gatherings  that 
ever  met  here.  The  delegates  will  go  home  to  their 
districts  to  tell  their  friends  and  neighbors  many 
things  of  which  they  learned  or  heard  more  about 
:it  the  meeting.  Much  that  was  discussed  they  will 
put  in  practice  at  once.  Other  subjects  they  will 
think  about  as  they  work.  There  is  one  thing  that 
would  tend  greatly  to  the  good  o'f  our  province  in 
which  all  country  school  boys  and  girls  can  help  and 
perhaps  some  in  the  city,  too.  If  every  one  of  them 
determined  to  be  friends  with  their  neighbors,  to 
work  with  them  in  and  out  of  school  for  the  amuse- 
ment, the  improvement  and  the  prosperity  of  all,  if 
they,  would  take  part  in  no  tale-bearing,  bickering 
or  back-biting,  they  would  not  only  be  better  and 
happier,  but,  when  they  grew  to  be  men  and.  wo- 
men, far  richer.  It  is  the  spirit  of  goodwill  and 
friendliness  that  has  helped  most  to  make  of  poor 
little  Denmark  a  rich   country. 


Tlie  Mexican  leader.  Villa,  is  in  possession  of  all 
the  Northern  part  of  Mexico  and  threatens  to  capture 
Torreon  and  then  to  march  South  to  the  capital.  He 
has  shown  himself  an  able  but,  if  we  are  to  believe 
newspaper  accounts,  a  ruthless  general.  ,  Iluerta  can- 
not pay  the  interest  on  the  public  debt,  and  General 
('.arranza,  who  was  spoken  of  as  president  a  short 
lime  since,  has  not  been  active.  (General  Villa  has 
published  his  plans,  which  are  those  of  a  reformer  and 
patriot.  It  looks,  however,  as  if  the  path  he  makes 
to  the  presidency,  whether  for  himself  or  his  friend, 
will  be  strewn  with  dead.  Before,  however,  he  goes 
to  Torreon,  General  Villa  intends  to  set  men  to  work 
in  the  mines  and  smelters  of  the  district  he  has  al- 
ready conquered.     In  this  work  of  peace  and  energy 


The  Dominion  Parliament  will  pass  a  bill  this  ses- 
sion appointing  several  new  members  to  the  Senate. 
It  is  thought  that  two  of  these  will  be  from  British 
(".olumbia.  At  present  this  I'rovince  has  three  sen- 
ators, thK  prairie  provinces  four  each,  Prince  Edward 
Island  four,  Nova  Scotia  and  New  Brunswick  ten 
each,  Ind  Ontario  and  Quebec  an  equal  representation 
of  twcTity-four.  As  last  year  the  Senate  voted 
against  the  Naval  Bill,  passed  by  the  House  of  Com- 
mons, elected  by  a  majority  of  tlie  people,  this  bill  is 
likely  to  receive  much  attention.  It  has  formerly 
been  the  custom  of  the  party  in  power  to  appoint 
senators  belonging  to  its  own  party.  Few  young 
men  are  a^^pointed  to  the  Senate,  so  that  it  h^.ppens 
that  after  the  long  term  of  office  of  the  Liberals  the 
majority  of  senators  were  Liberals.  When  Sir  Wilfrid 
Laurier  l>ecame  Premier,  after  the  long  Conservative 
rule,  the  Senate  was  (Conservative,  if  the  body  com- 
posed of  old  and  experienced  men  only  used  its 
power  to  prevent  laws  being  made  in  a  hurry  when 
there  was  no  need  for  h.i"te,  it  would  do  good.  But 
when  it  prevents  what  is  the  will  of  the  majority 
elected  by  the  people  from  being  carried  into  elTcct, 
it  may  do  great  harm.

MANY  KINDS  OF  WRENS 


The  wren  is  a  tiny  little  bird  and  a  brisk  one,  too. 
There  are  many  kinds  of  wrens  found  in  North  Am- 
erica. The  common  house  wren  is  the  best  known, 
but  they  all  look  a  good  deal  alike,  with  the  perky  tail 
that  stands  up  nearly  straight.  They  may  be  called 
the  creeping  wrens,  the  rock  wrens,  the  house  wrens, 
and  the  marsh  wrens.  The  brown-head'ed  wren,  or  the 
creeper,  is  found  in  the  border  States  next  to  Mexico. 
It  lives  in  barren  places  where  there  is  little  vegeta- 
tion but  the  cactus  plants.  It  has  a  clear  ringing 
song,  however,  and  runs  about  the  grass  and  among 
dry  leave's  and  builds  the  largest  nest  known  among 
birds  in  proportion  to  its  size.  The  next  is  com- 
posed of  a  large  mass  of  grass  interwoven  on  a 
branch  of  the  cactus.  Sometiines  it  is  a  foot  one  way 
and  two  feet  the  other.  The  nest  itself  is  ten  or  twelve 
inches  from  the  opening  of  the  mass  and  has  a  long 
covered  passageway  leading  tj}  it.  The  wren  lines  it 
with  soft  feathers. 

The  white-throated  wren  is  a  rock  wren  and  is 
found  in  the  Southwest.  It  lives  among  the  piles  of 
boulders  and  clitTs  in  the  canyons  of  the  Colorado 
River,  for  example,  and  has  ^  beautiful  song.  The 
tones  can  be  heard  echoing  among  the  mcks.  An- 
other rock  wren  is  found  all  over  the  mountains  of 
the  West.  It  lives  in  the  high  places  of  the  earth,  hav- 
ing little  song  but  only  ;i  l"v    cry.     It  is  very  wild. 

The  great  Carolina  wren  is  a  house  wren,  and  the 
wood  wren  and  the  Winter  wren  are  called  house 
wrens  by  some  naturalists.  The  house  wren  is  found 
all  over  the  United  States.  It  is  a  wide-awake,  saucy 
chap,  and  takes  lordly  possession  of  bird  houses  or 
other  snug  spots.  The  marsh  wren  is  found  most 
often  on  the  seacoast  or  in  marshes  by  river  banks 
that  are  reached  by  the  sea  tides.  It  builds  a  nest  of 
grass  about  the  size  of  a  cocoanut  with  a  side  open- 
ing. It  is  placed  in  a  low  bush  just  above  reach  of 
the  tide  water.  This  bird  has  no  song  but  a  cry  that 
sounds  like  an  insect.  Its  eggs  are  a  mahogany 
brown  color. 

The  short-billed  wren  is  found  in  fresh  water 
and  inland  meadows.  It  is  very  shy  and  has  a  quaint 
and  lively  song,  sung  with  great  earnestness  and  as  if 
in  haste.  If  it  observes  you  the  song  becomes  a  harsh 
cry.  It  lives  in  tall,  rank  meadow  grass,  where  it 
weaves  long,  growing  stalks  into  a  round  mass.  Its 
eggs  are  pure  white.

There  we  slept  until  7:30,  when  1  was  awak- 
ened by  the  "Chinks"  clattering-  dishes  in  the 
kitchen  below.  All  the  hotels  in  this  part  of 
the  country,  and  all  the  ranch  houses  up  the 
"road,"  have  Chinese  servants  in  the  kitchen.

At  breakfast  we  iiiet  S.,  who  was  to  be  oiur 
pilot  in  the  thirty  horse-i)ower  Cadillac  car, 
and  quickly  made  friends.  '  He  was  more  than 
our  guide,  philosopher  and  friend  in  our  trav- 
els, and,  although  he  had  had  the  misfortune 
to  lose  his  right  hand  in  his  threshing  machine 
some  years  before,  he  was  the  most  perfect 
driver  I  have  ever  sat  behind.  He  did  not 
know  the  meaning  of  the  word  "impossible." 
His  driving  over  fearful  roads,  up  and  down 
precipitous  mountains,  was  always  sure,  while 
his  ingenuity  in  getting  out  of  difficulties  and 


may  be  obtained  at  fairly  reasonable  prices, 
considering  the  distances  the  liquor  has  to  be 
freighted.  Behind  the  ranch  house  lies  a  yard, 
a  spacious  affair,  with  log-built  stables,  cattle 
sheds  and  corrals  for  stock.  These  corrals  are 
simply  and  very  strongly  made  of  logs  from 
twenty-five  to  thirty  feet  in  length,  jointed 
together  at  the  ends  or  placed  zigzag  fashion 
on  top  of  one  another.  The  log-built  stables, 
etc.,  are  most  substantial,  the  logs  being  often 
twelve  to  eighteen  inches  in  diameter,  and 
stronglyj|m^,ed -or  dovetailed  at  the  corners^. 
Some  :idli^irlhei.r ,, size  may  be  drawn  from  ,th^ 
fact  that:  at  tiie  *'i5o  Mile  House"  there  is  a 
cApaici^wssStftble  holding  sixtyrsix  horses  com- 
fortably, with  hay-^lof  t  above»  Needless  to  say, 
every  ranch  is  built  in  the  immediate  neighbor- 
hood of  a  good  stream. 

All  the  ranches'  are  supported  by  their  ^t- 
tie,  or,  as  it  is  termed  locally,  their  '*beef." 
Their  extent  varies,  but  from  5,000  to  5o,- 
000  !j|lfcres  of  lanH  is  the  usual  extent.  Of 
coursl,  .'  some  of  this  may  be  leased 
land,  and  where  the  range  is  not 
entirely  fenced  the  cattle  run  out  on 
to  free  mountain  range  at  the  back.

Ajfjer  breakfast  we  _speiUsom^^ 
seeing  local  people  and  obtaining  supplies  of 
tobacco,  matches,  etc.,  but  at  midday  we  pulled 
out  of  the  village,  and.  after  running  over  the 
trestle  bridge  which  spans  the  Thompson  River, 
we  climbed  the  hill  on  the  further  side  and  ran 
due  North  along  a  fairly  level  road,  mAang 
our  first  stop  at  Hat  Creek  Ranch,  about  four- 
teen miles  oui  mrel  got  out  the  camera  and 
took  some  half  a  dozen  photograpbis.  Asthis 
is  a  typical  road  house,  some  little  description 
may  be  interesting.

Off  this 
ojjjens  the  dining-room,  and  above  are  the  bed- 
rooms, simply  furnished,  and,  so  ffir  as  our  ex- 
perience went,  very  clean,  these  ranch 
houses  in  some  cases  have  litenses  itid  beer 
and  spirits  and  sonic  wines  of  f<^  i^J^ty 


stampede,  many  may  be  lost.  The  anxiety  of 
keeping  5 00  to  600  fat  steers  together  on  this 
long  trail,  representing  as  they  do  the  year's 
profit,  the  continual  watchfulness,  not  only 
over  the  cattle,  but  over  the  cowboys,  the 
scheming  to  reach  suitable  evening  resting 
ground,  and  the  relief  when  the  first  view  of 
Ashcroft  is  obtained,  all  combine  to  impose  an 
annual  strain  on  the  nerves  which  even  the 
hardy  ranchers  are  glad  to  feel  is  over  for  an- 
other season.  '  • 
^v.  One  rancher,  who  was  talking  photography 
fUth  me,  showed  me  a  framed  enlargement  of 
a  snapshot,  saying:  "That  is  the  best  photo- 
graph 1  eyer  took,  and  the  best  I  have  seen 
takftn  iri  this  part  of  the  country."  It  was  a 
piclttte  of  the  cattle  winding  away  in  ^  cloud 
Of  <f»wti  thromg^h  whieii  Ashcroft  could  dtely 
be  seen  in  the  valley  feelow.  The  reason  this 
photograph  appealed  to  him  was  because  it 
represented  what  all  the  ranchers  long  to  see, 
the  cattle  arriving'  in  good  condition  without 
the  loss  of  a  head  at  their  journey's  end.  "Beef 
drive"  does  not  sound  very  romantic,  but 
there  are  worlds  of  romance  and  a  very  con- 
siderable amount  of  hard  work  in  connection 
therewith.  As  prices  were  going  the  ranchers 
wfifr  satisfied  with  their  lot,  bggf  fetching  4y, 


ing  as  practised  in  the  United  States,  and  some 
of  them  were  enthusiastic,  while  others  were 
hopeful  about  this  method,  which  may  be  de- 
scribed roughly  as  ploughing  to  let  the  rains 
and  moisture  sink  into  the  soil,  and  then 
harrowing  I'j  prevent  evaporation.  By  these 
means  the  moisture  is  conserved  in  the  earth, 
and  crops  can  be  grown  to  great  advantage 
without  the  expenditure  of  the  capital  and  la- 
bor necessary  to  introduce  a  system  of  irriga- 
tion. At  Four  Mile  Creek  we  could  observe 
the  effects  of  irrigation  when  applied  to  garden 
truck,  and  saw  peas,  beans,  tomatoes,  beets, 
celery,  corn,  marrows,  etc.,  flourishing  in  the 
most  hMoif^ht  manner.  The  grower  found  a 
ready  iciiarkfct  f or  all,  lie  could  ra^e  for  teani* 
ster?  and  otli^r  fi!avelers  aloni;  tne  road,  it 
must  not  be  though,  however,  that  there  is  an 
unlimited  outlet  for  this  khid  of  produce,  as 
wayfarers  are  limited  in  number. — Fawceft 
Moore  in  The  Field.

trying  duty  of  the  year  was  the  "b^ef  drive*" 
Some  ^f  the  ranchers  are  iOO  to  200  BiileS; 
from  Ashcrofti  and  the  cattle  have  to  be  tpen

ing  more  than  one  and  a  half  miles  per  honr. 
The  rOad  is  not  fenced,  and  if  a  steer  tittces

to  5  cents  a  pound  at  the  scales  live  weight, 
with  every  prospect  of  the  price  keeping  up, 
and  perhaps  going  even  higher.    Five  hundred

The  breeds  of  cattle  principally  kept  are 
Shofth^rn,  D^hani  arid  Hereford,  but  we  also 
heafd  of  Polled  Angus  and  <Nfcway  having 
been  run.  On  many  of  the  liftgiRfSorae  very 
fine  animals  may  be  seen,  and  pedigree  and 
prize  stock  seems  to  be  on  the  increase.

Three  niillion  words  have  been  spoken  in 
the  Western  Freight  Rates  case,  which  was 
completed  in  December.

A  quarter  of  a  ton  of  exhibits  has^toQe- 
posited.  No  wonder  the  Dominion  ^RW 
Commission  reserved  judgment.  If  they  read 
all  the  evidence  and  inspect  all  the  exhibits, 
the  next  generation  will  hear  their  decision.

^N  view  of  the  tragic  importance 
now  attaching  to  the  eruption  of 
Sakura-jima^  more  gruesome  de- 
tails of  which  are  coming  to  hand 
every  day,  the  following  account 
of  the  district  rendered  by  Mr,  J.  Gordon 
Smitii.  of  this  city,  is  not  without  interest.  Mr.  , 
Gordon  Smith  lias  had  occasion  to  visit  the 
scene  of  volcano  and  consequently  his  narra- 
tive is  pregnant' witii  personal  as  well  as  im- 
personal details,  a  fact  which  renders  it  all  the 
more  interesting. 

"It  is  considerably  over  a  century  since  a 
violent  eruption  occurred  at  Sakura-jima,  one 
of  the  several  volcanos  in  the  vicinity  of  Kag- 
eshima.  It  was  in  1779  that  the  last  occasion 
with  serious  loss  of  life  occurred,  and  to  this 
day  a  monthly  festival  has  been  held  in  com- 
memoration, or  rather  as  a  thank-offering, 
lor  the  quiescence  of  the  old  volcano, -and  it 
lias  been  the  custom  to  permit  no  boats  to 
leave  the  island  on  that  day.  Owing  to  this 
fact,  1  had  to  spend  a  day  in  the  wattled  vil- 
lage on  the  island  when  visiting  Kageshima 
some  years  ago.  Kageshima  people  made  the 
place  a  holiday  resort,  and  many  climbed  the 
mountain.  The  island  is  noted  no  less  for  its 
hot  spri-ngs,  oranges  and  daiken,  the  radish 
so  popular  among  Japanese,  which  grow  to  a 
very  large  size  there.  Sugar  cane  is  also 
grown  there.  The  trip  by  boat  from  Kageshi- 
ma to  Ariinura,  the  village  at  the  hot  springs, 
occupies  three  hours,  and  a  trail,  cut  through 
pumice  and  overhung  with  shrubs,  starts  from 
there  up  the  mountain  side. 

"Sakura-jima  is  about  4,000  feet  high,  and 
has  two  craters,  one  about  25o  .feet  deep,  on 
the  Northwest  side,  which  was  regarded  as  ex- 
tinct, and  one  between  ioo  and  400  feet  deep, 
on  the  Southeast  side,  iinni  which  steam  issued. 
There  is  a  splendid  view  from  the  volcaim. 
Kageshima  lies  in  the  foreground  to  the  West, 
and  the  picturesque  bay,  dotted  with  islets  nnd 
Avith  mat-sailed  craft,  and  beyond,  in  Ihc  dis- 
tance, the  Myuga  inounlains  show.  In  the  op- 
posite direction  Kaimen-dakc,  another  volcano, 
and  the  Kirishima  range  are  seen.  It  was  in 
this  range  thai  the  last  volcanic  outbreak  oc- 
curred in  this  disirict,  Eastern  Kirishima-yama 
liaving  liad  an  ouli'urst  in  1895,  and  in  1900  a 
^m;lll  eruption  which  cost  several  lives  took 
place. 

"These  mountains  are  famous  in  Japanese 
iiistory,  or  rather  its  mytliology.  'i'he  t:astern 
peak  of  the  Kirishima  range,  locally  called 
O  Take,  is,  if  you  believe  what  the  priests  and 


others  there  tell  you.  the  peak  on  which  the 
god  Ninigi,  grandson  of  the  sun-goddess  Ama- 
terasu,  alighted  when  he  came  from  heaven  to 
pave  the  way  for  the  conquest  of  Japan  by 
Jimmu  Tenne  and  his  warrior  host,  and  pil- 
grims go  to  the  mountain  top  to  worship  the 
/Heavenly  Spear.'  Although  the  supposed 
date  of  the  accession  of  Emperor  Jimmu  in 
600  B.  C.  is  still  celebrated  as  a  holiday,  com- 
petent European  investigators  have  condemned 
him  and  his  supposed  successors  for  several 
centuries  as  myths,  though  it  is  allowed  that 
the  Jimmu  legend  may  possibly  be  an  echo  of 
some  actual  invasion  of  Japan  by  Western 
tribes  of  adventurers  in  early  days. 

"Volcanic  outbreaks  and  earthquakes 'have 
cost  many  thousands  of  lives  in  Japan,  the  last 
eruption 'prior  to  that  of  Sakura-jima  being 
that  of  Assmayama.  This  peak  had  its  greatest 
eruption  in  the  eighteenth  century,  when  the 
deaths  and  damage  was  incalculable.  Contem- 
porary, accounts,  say  villages  within  thirty 
leagues  were  all  overwhelmed.  The  last  erup- 
tion of  Sakura-jima  killed  140  of  the  island- 
ers and  about  the  same  time  an  earthquake 
is  said  to  have  killed  16,000,  one  native 
account  saying  36,000. 

"Kageshima,  capital  of  the  prefecture  of 
the  same  name,  was  for  many  ages  past  the 
seat  of  the  Shimazu  family,  lords  of  Satsuma, 
and  the  capital  of  the  clan  which  has  given 
Japan  the  bulk  of  its  warriors.  It  is  the  birth- 
place of  Admiral- Togo,  and  several  other  fam- 
ous Japanese  sailors  and  soldiers.  It  has  been 
the  centre  of  Japanese  political  activity  on 
several  occasions,  notably  in  1854,  when  the 
first  treaty  with  the  United  States  was  conclud- 
cJ.  and  in  1863,  when  a  British  squadron  bom- 
barded the  place  in  Consequence  of  tlie  refusal 
of  the  Shogun  to  give  satislaction  for  the  mur- 
der in  the  previous  year  of  C.  L.  Richardson, 
nil  Englishman,  who  passed  through  the  train 
of  the  Daimyo  of  Satsuma  near  Yokohama, 
'xni  was  cut  down  by  some  of  his  samurai  The 
bombardment  took  place  during  a  typhoon,  and 
most  of  the  forts  were  dismantled,  hwile  the 
fleet  lost  a  captain  and  commander  of  the  flag- 
ship, struck  by  a  round  shot,  and  sixty-three 
others  were  killed  and  wounded.  In  t8o6  the 
revolution  which  deposed  the  Shogunate  cen- 
tred there,  and  the  Satsuma  rebellion  of  1877 
began  there,  Kageshima  being  burned  l\y  (he 
Imperials,  and  the  last  stand  of  the  Satsuma 
men  was  made  on  a  hill  back  of  the  town, 
where  the  daimyos  castle  stood,  only  a  portion 
of  the  walls  now  remaining.  A  stone  cairn  is 
placed  on  the  hill  to  mark  the  spot  where  Saigo 


committed  harikiri  when  his  force  was  defeated. 
"Kageshima  is  also  noted  as  the  seat  of  the 
manufacture  of  the  famous  Satsuma  faience 
ware  and  other  porcelain.  It  was  on  the  island 
of  Tanegashima,  nearby,  that  Japanese  and 
foreigners  first  came  into  contact,  the  Portu* 
guese  settling  there.  Mendez  Pinto  taught  the 
Japanese  there  to  make  firearms,  and  the  first 
firearms  in  Japan  were  known  as. Tanegashima.

Pipe  ventilation  is  the 
cheaper  alternative  for  small  motors,  and  is 
the  only  solution  for  large  ones.

MR.    WILLIAM    SAUTER 

Organizer  of  tlie  "Orchard  Players" 

HH  Orchard  Players  of  British  Col- 
umbia is  the  title  of  an  organiz- 
ation of  a  novel  and  indeed 
unique  character,  formed  of  a 
body  of  English  actors  and  ac- 
tresses wlio  have  acquired,  and  mean  to  work, 
fruit  lands  of  the  West. 

Tlie  idea  originated  with  Mr.  William  Sau- 
ter,  an  actor  who  has  played  with  the  best  of 
London's  managers,  and  wlio  first  came  to  the 
Okanagan  country  searching  for  recuperation 
of  hib  health  after  a  nervous  breakdown  due  to 
over-work.  Taking  up  any  kind  of  out-door 
emiMoymenl  which  offered  in  that  delightful 
climate,  he  was  struck  with  two  ideas.  To  be 
more  accurate,  one  of  them  was  forced  on  him 
by  the  obvious  benefit  to  his  health  which  re- 
sulted from  the  open-air  life  in  the  orchard 
country  of  the  West.  What  the  country  had 
done  for  him  it  would  do  equally  well  for 
brother  actors  in  need  of  a  rest.  The  other 
idea  came  upon  him  from  noticing  that  British 
Columbia  could  hardly  claim  to  have  any  na- 
tive  dram.a,    being  wholly  dependent  for   its 


theatrical  entertainment  on  traveling  com- 
panies from  the  Unit^!|e^|^tes  and  Great  Brit- 
ain. '= '  "■ 

The  call  of  the  open-air  life  among  the 
fruit  trees  was  strong  upon  him,  the  country 
looked  good  to  him,  but  Art  was  his  mistress, 
and  he  did  not  wish  to  give  up  his  chosen  pro- 
fession entirely.  The  idea,  therefore,  which 
came  to  him  was  to, form  a  company  of  good 
class  English  actors  like  himself,  who  would 
take  up  holdings  of  fruit  lands  in 
the  Okanagan  and  work  upon  them 
in  the  Summer  when  the  theatrical 
season  closes,  and,  in  the  Winter,  tour  the 
country  with  a  repertoire  of  high-class  plays, 
mostly  modern  and  old  English  comedies,  thus 
fulfilling  the  two-fold  object  of  establishing 
good  British  Columbia  citizens  on  the  soil,  and 
fostering  a  purely  native  British  Columbia 
drama. 

Tlie  idea  fructified,  and,  Mr.  Sauter  is  now 
the  organizer  and  manager  of  an  English  com- 
pany of  eleven  players,  all  of  whom  have  made 
for  themselves  settled  homes  in  tlie  Okanagan 
with  individual  holdings  of  .fruit  land.  These 
holdings  are  centralized,  of  course,  for  the 
.sake  of  organization,  but  there  is  no  idea  of 
working  the  land  on  the  co-operative  prin- 
ciple, each  member  of  the  company  running  his 
own  business  in  his  own  way  while  on  the  land, 
drawing  a  salary,  however,  as  a  member  of  the 
theatrical  company. 

There  is  no  suggestion  of  the  amateur  in 
tlie  theatrical  part  of  the  scheme,  the  players 
being  all  professional  actors  from  high-class 
London  companies. 

Mr.  Sauter  iiimself  has  acted  witli  Sir  John- 
ston Forbes-Robertson,  E.  S.  Willard,  J.  K. 
Hackett,  Eleanor  Robson,  Daniel  Frohmann, 
and  other  of  the  great  managers.  Included 
in  liis  company  are  others  who  have  been  mem- 
bers of  equally  distinguished  companies. 

The  project  is  fairly  launched,  and  the 
players  will  leave  tlieir  orchards  to  open  their 
first  season  at  Kelowna  witli  "The  Truth,"  the 
play  by  Claude  Fitch,  in  which  Marie  Tempest 
has  been  lately  starring  in  London,  "David 
Garrick,"  by  T. '  W.  Fiobertson,  thus  giving 
one  modern  comedy  and  one  costume  play. 
Their  itinerary  will  include  New  Westminster, 
Vancouver,  Victoria,  Spokane,  Seattle  and 
perhaps  Tacoma. 

Mr.  Sauter  informs  us  that  his  project  lias 
been  kindly  endorsed  by  the  Premier  of  British 
Columbia,  the  Honorable  the  Speaker  and  the 
Minister  of  Agriculture,  these  gentlemen  recog- 
nizing that  such  an  organization  of  high-class 
players  must  do  splendid  work  in  originating 
and  fostering  a  native  British  Columbia  drama, 
and,  of  course,  incidentally,  prove  an  excellent

they  will  grasp  ropes  or  what  not  and  come 
sliding  down  to  Mother  Earth  like  trained  acro- 
bats on  a  theatrical  stage. 

So  far  mention  has  only  been  made  oT  the 
larger  steel  structures,  though  those  that  have 
been  erected  over  great  chasms  in  the  Rockies 
and  yawnin.sf  ravines  in  the  Andes  and  other 
places  to  make  a  path  for  the  iron  horse,  have 
demanded  all  the  pluck  and  resource  of  the  en- 
gineer. For  years  the  distuiction  of  being  the 
loftiest  bridge  in  the  world  rested  with  the 
famous  Loa  structure  in  South  America.  This 
spidery  path  of  steel  crosses  the  Loa  River  at 
a  height  of  336  feet  above  the  rushing  tor- 
rent. Then  came  that  wonderful  structure,  the 
Victoria  Falls  Bridge,  over  the  Zambezi  Gorge, 
some  700  yards  below  that  mighty  cataract,  of 
which  Mons.  Marcel  Magne  has  painted  the  Sa- 
lon picture.  It  is  a  single  graceful  steel  span 
of  500  feet  and  crosses  the  gorge  at  a  height 
ol  400  feet  above  the  whirling  waters.  The 
recently  completed  Fades  viaduct,  in  France, 
has  finally  wrested  the  height  record "Trom  the 
rest  of  the  world.  It  crosses  the  tortuous  Sioule 
River  at  a  height  of  no  less  than  440  feet. — •

Pauline  was  a'  girl  •.  ~\\\\^\.  bi' 
tethered,  and  her  brother  rushed  her 
into  marriage  with  a .  companion-la- 
arms  Ut  Toulon,  Leclere,  who  had 
risen  from  a  common  soldier.  The 
matchmaker  did  not  neglect  even  his 
^old  sweetheart,  Deslree  Clary  whom 
he  sought  to  console  with  ah  engage- 
ment to  Gen.  Duphot.  But  ais  poor  I)c- 
siree  stood  beside  him  In  Homo,  tlie 
general  was  assa.sslnatcd,  and  hji 
gown  was  stained"  with  the  blood  of 
her   affianced   lni.shaii<!. 

THE  BONAPARTES 

The  BuuHparleM  clianged  their  luimos 
with  their  changing  lot  In  life,  drop- 
ping their  CoBsicon  nomenclature  for 
more  French-sounding  prenomcn.  Tho 
mother.  I.^eti7.ia,  was  Latinized  into 
f^etitia.  Guisepiil  became  Joseph;  Lu- 
ciano became  Luclcn.  aUhough  foi-  .i 
while  he  adopted  the  name  of  Hiiitiis; 
l^ulgl   was  made  over  Into  Louis. 

In  her  devoutness  Lotilia  had  cliri.-i- 
tened  all  the  glris  for  the  Virgin,  but 
now  .Maria  Annnnznlatu  was  trans- 
formed into  t^aroline,  Maria  Anna  into 
iKlIsa,  and  ;Maria  I'aoleit,a  into  Pau- 
line. Napoleon  disliked  his  o)*-n  na.nie 
as  too  foreign  in  Prance.  Fame  over- 
look it,  however,  and  glorliied  it  before 
he  could  change  tt.  But  lie  drof^p^d 
tlui  u  from  Buonaparte  when  ho  t.iok 
command  of  the  army  In  Italy,  atid 
Galllei/.ed  till-  nroniniciH  I  Inn  by  sliencin.i; 
the   final   I-. 

Mother  Letitiu  never  had  locked  iiimn 
her  daughtor-in-law  until  they  met  at 
Montebello,  and,  like  tt  soldier  a<Uanclng 
.within  the  cnem^'E  lines  under  a  tUi,<» 
of  truce,  she  approached  the  wily  and 
mature  widow,  wlio  had  ehtraiipcd  licr 
guileless  .«*on.  .Josephine  did  her  pail 
in  a.  way  that  claimed  her  husban.rH 
lasting  admiration.  Itiit  Mho  exhaii,-»ed 
her  Parisian  graces  iip'in  the  .strin  I,-- 
tltla.  without  eyer^  breaking  down  hor 
<idd  reserve.  J-Iet"  kindly  arts  were  no 
nn)re  successful  with  her  sister-ln-law. 
C'reole  and  Corsican  were  oH  and  v.ater 
and   would  not   mix. 

THE  WANING  HONEYMOON 

.NapdleDii  met  his  I'amllv's  assaiii'..^ 
tipon  his  wife  without  fllnchliig.  It 
was  true  tlial  the  month.s  had  changed 
his  sirdent  love  into  a  gentle  klndnt'S.->. 
The  eonqiieror  of  the  fortress  of 
.Mantua  had  already  raised  the  siego 
of  .losephlno'.H  iniprognable  heart,  capit- 
ulated and  subsided  Info  a.  (pilet  nnd  as 
yol  faithful  husband.  The  honeymoon 
bad  waned  and  been  succeeded  by  the' 
calm,    ?ool    starlight    of    rriendslilp. 

He  had  made  the  discovery  tliat,  even 
as  great  (-'aesar's  wife  had  her  Clodlus 
and  WHS  not  above  suspicion,  hi*  wife 
had  her  lllppollte  Charles,  a  Pariaian 
coxiomb  on  Leclerc's  staff.'  whose  favor 
with  .losephino  was  the  scandal  of 
.Vfllan.  Still  too  much  of  a  provlncUl 
Corsloan  to  retaliate  In  kind,  he  whm 
yet  no  longer  Corslcan  enough  to  nm 
a  *tll«tto  into  the  llltle  pomatumed  fop, 
whose  smirk  had  been  preferred  to  tho 
smile  of  tho  war  gotl  of  Italy.  Thn 
charmer  was  silently  dismissed  from  tbe 


army  on   the  charge,  not  of  flirting  with 
.  the   wife   of   file   general-in-chlef,   but  of 
co(iuetting   with    tlie   commissaries. 

.Another  generous,  illusion  was  gone. 
Napoleon  had  ignomlniously  fsilled  in 
Ipvo  and  henceforth  he  wooed  glory 
alone.  "Love,"'  he  said,  as  his  am- 
bitions crowded  upon  him,  "must  be  the 
occupation  of  the  Idle  man" — a  Hippo- 
lite  Charles— "the  temporary  dlstractidn 
of  tho  warrior  and  the,  chief  peril  of  the 
sovereign."  Vet,  Mnie  de-Uemusat  per- 
tinently iniiuires,  "Might  he  not  hava 
been  a  ^better  man  liad  he  been  better 
loved?" 

BOURRIENNE  CALLED  IN 

Napoleon  at  twenty-six  and  twenty- 
seven  not  only  fdund  himself  with  a 
court,  but  In  the  full  exercise  of  nearly 
all  the  powers  of  an  absolute  sovereign. 
Under  his  multitude  of  cares,  ho  seal 
for  Bourrienne,  his  old  .sciioolniato  of 
Bricnne  and  companion  of  his  poverty 
in  Paris.  Bourrienne,  being  a  Jiuropear., 
recognized  that  since  their  last  meeting, 
his  one  time  chum  had  been  elevated  far 
above  him  and  therefore  look  care  to 
enter  his  pref=ence  as  a  liumblo  courtier 
ratlier   than  as  a  friend  and  etiual. 

Tlie  new  secretary  found  his  desk 
burled  in  neglected  letters,  but  -Na- 
poleon told  him  to  open  only  those  that 
came  by  special  couriers  and  pitch  all 
the  rest  in  a  basket  for  three  weeks.  It 
was  discovered  then  that  time  had  an- 
swered four-fifths  of  them,  and  the 
Inventor  of  this  labor-saving  device 
laughed    heartily   ii\ei    iils   succe.ss. 

SOLDIER  AND  STATESMAN 

.\  man  iiiu.st  l)e  more  tlum  warrior  t!' 
win  high  fame.  The  sword  was  but  a 
Blngle  tool  in  the  kit  of  Alexander  and 
Caesar,   Chiiili'magne  and    .\apoleon. 

Tlic  combination  is  always  and  every- 
where Irresistible.  Happily  the  Ameri- 
can Jlevolution  found  it  In  Washington, 
ui'id  happily  the  American  Civil  W,-ir 
did  not  Ilml  It  in  any  of.  Its  generalin. 

As  soon  as  Nailoleon  arrived  in  Ha!;.' 
he  proceeded  to  act  as  soldier,  diplomat 
and  law  giver.  Tlie  Ulr'eelors  .at  Paiis 
protested,  but  he  replierl  witli  vletories 
ill  war  and  statesmausliip,  ar.d  dai',:d 
tliein    to   disphice   him. 

lie  found  the  n.-arly  20,000,000  Italian); 
separated  iiuo  a  dozen  niitlijnallties,  arul 
lialf  of  them  under  alien  conqncu-ors. 
Patriotism  was  only  a  dream,  lind  In.? 
di'.'amers 'wore  in  prison  or  exile.  .Napn- 
leon  aroused  this  long  repi'essod  pas- 
sion, and  with  a  large  and  generous 
.  vision,  disregarding  and  defying  his  gov- 
ernment, he  laid  the  coriicr  stone  of 
united  Italy.  In  i.iiie  short,  crowded 
jear  Ital.v  ^^■as  revolutionized  and  ro- 
I.ubllcunli',e<l  from  the  summit  of  the 
.\lps  to  the  summit  of  the  Apennines 
with  only  the  kingdom  nf  .Sardinia  and 
he  duchy  of  J'arma  Ntanding  an  tlio 
p.tred  monuments  <if  the  (dd  ordi'i  if 
.ilnrs. 
I!ut  evcrywliei'e  .Viipelien  «-,i.s  the 
Kepubllc.  He  convoked  tho  It.iiilans  in 
a  gi-eat  Hssembly  for  the  Hrst  (line, 
l-ii!  brought  tiie  best  minds  and  stdrlts 
of  Italy  Into  the  Government,  recallin;,' 
many  exiles  to  share  In  the  upbuildin;; 
of  a.  nation,  the  t;;isali>lne  Uepubli.-. 
But  ho  himself  was  the  lawgiver,  and 
constitutions  were  drafted  under  his 
eyes. 

At  the  same  time  he  stretched  out  his 
arm  to  his  fatherland,  t:;orsIca,  and  re- 
established French  rule  there,  the  Fng- 
llsh  taking  flight  and  carrying  away 
with  them  Paoll  and  .Napoleon's  neme- 
sis,  Pozso  di   Borgo.' 

ROME  AND  VENICE  ' 

In  all  his  pulling  <lown  of  throna*. 
there  Was  one  that  .Napoleon  shrank 
from  leylng  hand«  on,  thn  venerable 
throne  of  Peler.  He  Invaded  and  dis- 
membered the  IpRpat  Wtate>»,  hut,  al- 
though oonllnually  urged  by  the  Direc- 


tors to  seize  Rome,  he  .spared  the  eter- 
nal city,  not  even  chdoslng  to  step  foot 
in    it. 

11c  only  i>o.stpuncd  tiie  fate  of  Home, 
liowever,  uritll  a  successor  at  the  hea':! 
of  the  army  of  Italy  entered  the  city 
and  carried  off  Pope  Pius  VL  to  die  in 
captivity  at  Vitlence. 

.N'o  such  compunction  as  the  Holy 
.See  inspired  in  him  restrained-  Na- 
poleon in  dealing  with  Venice,  whicl;, 
notwithstanding  the  virtuous  outcry 
of  many  historians,  was  perhaps  the 
least  deserving  state  in  all  Italy.  Tho 
Vi'uetian  territory  lay  between  the 
French  and  the  Austrian  frontier,  and 
its  rulers  did  not  sufliclcntly  conceal 
their  hostility   to   France.  '' 

At  last,  while  Napoleon  was  away  on 
his  campaign  in  Austria,  a  bloody'  ma.'j- 
sacre  of  the  French,  which  did  not 
spare  even  tho  sick  in  tlic  hospitals  of 
Verona,  took  place  on  Venetian  terri- 
tory, and  the  fate  of  Venice  was 
sealed.  "I  will  be  an  Attlla  to  you,"  ho 
stormed  at  the  Doge;  "the  lion  of  St. 
Mark  must  bite   the  dust." 

Thus  a  despotism  of  a  .  thousand 
years  fell,  with  as  sudden  a  crash  as 
wo  liave  seen  Its  campanile  fall  in  our 
day.  It  was  full  time.  Venice  had  out- 
lived her  glory,  and  In  her  dotage  an 
oligarchy  of  lO^OO  privileged  person's,^ 
l)y  the  mere  force  of  ancient  prestige, 
I'urlO  in  a  stupid  and  sometimes  cruel 
subjugation  moro  than  2,000.uou  people 
on   the  Italian  main  land. 

.\s  tho  mouldy  oligarcliy  tumbled 
down  a  revolutionary  populace  set  up 
a  republic  under  French  protectloa. 
The  golden  book  was  burned,  and  the 
Doge  never  more  plighted  his  troth 
with  the  Adriatic  and  cast  his  ring 'in 
the  lagoon  as  a  symbol  of  the  mar- 
riage of  Venice  with   her  bride,  the  sea. 

THE  FATAL  MISTAKE 

.\s  Napoleon  stirred  tho  eyr-Jotlons  of 
the  Italians  with  hopea  of  nailonal  In- 
dependence, he  lirod  his  army  of  French 
Kepublicans  with  the  zeal  of  liberators 
and  madir  them  "play  and  laugh  wita 
death,"  as  ho  said,  while  they  marched 
and  battled  for  freedom  and  right.  It 
1.S  true  ho  no  longer  shared  ills  soldier.^' 
simple  faith  In  the  republic.  "Vivo  la 
i<epubli<iue"  was  now  to  him  hardly 
more  tlian  a  phrase  to  conjure  with, 
hardly  more  than  an  element  in  th-' 
::trategy    of    the    hoin-. 

He  had  been  behiiul  the  .  i 
Paris  and  the  illusions  of  this  youth' 
were  gone.  The  nightmare  of  the 
Itelgn  of  Terror  iiad  replaced  the  beau- 
tiful dreams  of  his  barraeic  days  and  k 
generous  fattli  in  humanity  bad  with- 
ered   into   a    bitt'-r   cynicism. 

lie    had     mistaken     tlie    plultiii-;     |iil  - 
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lleians    of    tin'   capital    for    mankind, 
fatal    mistake  of   hia  career. 

••Wh.it  an  !rt<>a,"  he  exclaimed, 
republic  of  30,000.000  men!  Give 
French  i)eople  a  rattle  and  they 
.sjitisHod."  He  held  no  hlglicr  opinions 
of  tho  Italians:  "Good  God!  There  are 
)S, 0(10,000  people  in  Italy  and  with  dlfli- 
culty   I   have   found  only   two   men." 

NO  AMBITION  FOR  MONEY 

n.  Ml  Aev<;r,  his  ilepublicahlsm,  was 
jKiw  only  a  priieiice,  he  was  still  as 
true  as  any  nun  in  tlii-  ranks  to  what 
he  regarded  as  tile  great,  original  [>ur- 
poso  of  the  i-ev(duti;>n.  He  had  no 
use  for  the  B(nirbons.  He  was  in- 
tensely Iiiyrtl  to  tlie  niw  I''raiie(\  'OthiT 
commandors  of  the  anny  of  Hie  Ue- 
public    had    sold    out.  liiit    hi;'    .sword 

was  without  price. 

.Naples  and  Vi'iiiee,  and  Austria  of- 
fered him  rich  iirlhes  In  cash  and  lion- 
ors.  Tlic  Bourbons  were  always  tr;,-- 
!ng  tu  buy  their  way  l>ack  to  tlio 
throne,  but  tho  man  who  had  landed 
on  the  throne  of  I'Vance  three  yoar.j 
before,  with  nothing  but  the  clothes  on 
his  back,  scorned  their  bait:  "I  be  con- 
tent wltli  some  millions  and  with  some 
dukedom  or  other!"  Their  bs  fried 
emissary  could  only  refiort  that  "this 
man  means  to  subjugate  France,  and 
through    I'^rHnoe,    Furope." 

Thc.l>uke  of  Modena  sent  a  gii't  of 
four  coffers  of  gobl,  containing  -1,000,000 
francs.  "Thank  you,"  Napoleon  re- 
plied, "for  such  a  sum  1  am  not  going 
to  put  myself  In  the  power  of  the 
Duke  of   Modenii." 

Money  never  is  the  tempter  of  the 
Alexanders  and  the  Caesars,  tho 
Charlemagnefl  and  the  .Napoleons,  it 
cannot  buy  what  they  want.  Grcjt 
ambitions      can      taMve      nu      alloy      ol 


avarice.  The  eagle  cannot  Boar  with 
bags  of  gold  tied  to  its  feet. 
f\  In  a  time  when  war  was  an  open 
season  for  plunder.  Napoleon  appears 
to  have  kept  his  hands  clean,  al- 
though his  Geijerals  were  freely  in- 
vited by  him  to  stuff  their  pockets 
with  ill-gotten  gains  and  many  of 
them  waxed  rich  in  a  Summer.  Hj 
did  not  object  to  their  rapacity  be- 
cause it  diverted  them  from  a  higher 
ambition  and  supplied  an  excellent  foil 
for  his  own  integrity.  "My  suprem- 
acy," lie  .said  afterward,  when  review- 
ing that  first  campaign,  "could  bo  re- 
tained only,  by  proving  myself  a  bet- 
ter  man    than   any    other   in    the    army." 

THE  RAPE  OF  ITALY 

While  Napoleon  rilled  the  strong  Ijoxe.'s 
of  the  Italian  princes  and  his  generals 
rioted  in  speculations,  the  foremost 
savants  of  France  were  joying  In  the 
robbery  of  the  galleries  and  her  natur- 
alists ravaged  the  gardens  and  muse- 
ums of  the  country.  The  Itomans 
never  exulted  more  proudly  or  loudl;. 
at  the  triumph  of  a  returning  con- 
queror in  his  chariot  with  his  long  pro- 
cession of  human  spoils  than  the  Paris- 
ians as  they  watched  the  parade  of 
carts  piled  high  with  the  looted  art  of 
Italy  on  Us  way  to   the  Louvre. 

The  coming  of  ItaphaeVs  "Transflgur 
aiion,  of  tile  .\pollo  BelviUere,"  of  th  i 
Capitoline  Gladiator,  of  the  Laocoon, 
of  the  bronze  horses  of  Venice  and 
the  winged  lion  of  St.  Mark,  of  th»; 
Immortal  creations  of  Titian,  Corregio 
and  the  rest  of  the  old  musters  sym- 
bolized to  the  popular  imagination  bet- 
ter than  any  other  trophies  the  ilattei- 
Ing  thought  that  Paris  was  mistress 
of  the  world  and  that  France  had  suc- 
ceded    to    the    grandeur    that    was    Rome. 

Napoleon  often  has  been  indicted  tor 
this  rape  of  Italian  art.  But  the  indict- 
ment more  rightly  lies  against  the  a;,-o 
In  which  he  lived,  when  war  wai; 
adorned  with  none  of  our  pleasing  mod- 
ern disguises  and  stood  forth  still  In  all 
its  primitive  nakedness,  without  a  veil 
to  dissemble  Its  ineradicable  brutality. 
As  men  went  yut  to  murder  one  an- 
other then  they  did  not  strain  at  the 
lesser  crimes  of  arson  and  laroSncy. 

It  was  eighteen  years  after  tho  .spolia- 
tion of  Italy  when  the  bells  of  London 
rang  with  Joy  over  the  burning  of  the 
Capitol  aii/1  White  House  at  Washing- 
ton. .Many  more  years  were  to  pass  be- 
fore war  was  refined  by  Geneva  rule.s 
nf    eti<|uctte. 

WARS  REAL  VICTIMS 

Besides,  the  iiii'ture.s  and  .statues  are 
all  back  In  Italy  today.  But,  ala.s,  'tho 
ihousands  of  men  slain  in  their  you'll 
in  th.it  Italian  campaign  never  were  Re- 
turned to  their  homes,  nor  were  th-j 
little  crops  in  the  trampled  fields  of 
the  poor,  laborious  pea-saiitry  of  PiaU- 
mont  and    bombardy  ever  restored. 

If  Napolooji  made  free  with  the  trcn.s- 
ures  of  the  states,  he  is  not  chargc- 
ablo  with  any  indifference  to  tho  suffer- 
ings which  the  war  brouglit  upon  tho 
lieople  of  Italy.  Jlis  soldiers,  encouraged 
nb  doubt  by  the  •  vainplo  of  pillaging 
superiors,  snatched-  the  bread  from  the 
mouths  of  the  peasants,  and  wcro  like 
a    plague  of  grasshoiipers   wherevci-  they 

I  na  re  lied. 

Their  rapacity  cftused  their  general-in- 
ehlef  to  "blush  to  bo  a  man,"  Ills  proc- 
lamations and  orders  were  filled  with 
earnest  appeals  to  respect  tho  lives, 
property  and  feelings  of  tho  inhabi-^ 
lanl.s.  Any  soldier  who  struck  a  per- 
sfui.  took  property  belonging  to  the 
people  or  even  had  stolen  articles  in 
his  haversack,  was  onlered  to  be  shot 
at   the  bend  of  his  lialtalion. 

THE  GAME  OF  DIPLOMACY 

.Napoleon's  final  achievement  in  Italy 
was  tho  negotiation  of  a  treaty  of  peace 
with  Austria,  a  power  that  had  relent- 
lessly fought  the  Uepublic  from  its 
birth.  In  this  work  he  confidently 
matched  himself  alone  against  Coi^nl 
Cobentzl,  one  of  tho  most  renowned 
diplomats  of  Europe,  supported  by  a 
distinguished  Staff  of  Austrian  expertn. 

Ho  went  with  Josephine  Into  the 
Fflull  above  Venice,  where  they  settled 
down  at  Passeriano.  In  tho  cotintry 
villa  of  the  overthrown  Doge  of  Venice, 
while    the    Austrian    negotiatora    entab- 

II  shed  themselves  In  the  neighboring 
town  of  Udlne.  Here  the  vnteran  and 
eminent  diplomat  met  the  young  sol- 
dier with  an  easy  air  of  fgmlllar  badl- 
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nage,  but  Napoleon  wltli  one  look  eii- 
labiished  their  rpiatluiin  tin  a  different 
basis.        Then    (he    game    begHil. 

Auiiiria  was  us  an.\luiua  to  put  off 
as  Napoleon  was  tu  hasten  the  evil 
day  of  settlement  with  her  coh«iueror, 
hoping  that  something  might  happen 
to  save  her.  Playing  for  time,  thu 
Austrlans  demanded  everything,  iwrtlc- 
iilarly  the  reslnnLtion  of  the  great 
fortress  of  Mantua.  Napoleon  replied 
with  a  vigorous  show  of  preparations 
for  renewing  the  march  on  Vlennit  and 
daily  grew  uglier  and  uglier  toward 
tlic   envuys  t.f   the   Kmperor. 

A  SNOWFALL 

At  last  Baurrleiuie  culbd  him  ono 
nuirning  and  told  him  the  mountains 
had  been  covered  with  snow  in  thg 
night.  He  leapt  from  his  bed  and 
ran  to  the  window.  "What!"  he  ex- 
claimed. "Snow  before  the  middle  of 
October!

PEACE  OF  CAMPO  FORMIO 

Austria  accepted  Venice  ,and  Venitia 
to  the  Adige  and  Dalmalia,  as  compensa- 
tion for  Belgium,  the  Jthlne  frontier, 
Lombardy  and  Mantua.  Tho  instru- 
ment was  signed  at  Passeriano,  but  it 
was  christened  the  treaty  of  Campo 
Formlo  for' a  little  village  on  the  neu- 
tral ground  lying  between  the  houses  of 
the    two    parties    to    the    compact. 

The  Venetians  were  outrtiged  by  this 
giving  away  of  their  independence,  and 
their  President.  Dandolo,  started  for 
Paris  to  protest.  Napoleon  had  him  ar- 
rested and  brought  before  him,  assuriuij 
him  that  it  was  a  necessary  but  only 
temporary  sacrifice  in  the  interest  of 
the  peace  of  Europe.  He  gave  the  Ve- 
netian his  pledge  that  Venice  would  not 
long  be  left  in  bondage,  and  she  was 
not. 

Tho  directons,  too,  were  indignant 
with  the  terms  of  the  treaty.  But  the 
people  If  not  the  politicians  of  France 
welcomed  the  end  of  the  more  than 
five  year's  war  with  -Austria,  and  the 
peace  of  Campo  Formlo  was  hailed  as 
the  crowning  victory  of  the  army  of 
Italy,  wliose  flag  bore  the  boast  of 
150,000  prisoners  and  610  pieces  of  ar- 
tillery captured  in  eighteen  pitched  bat- 
tles and  in  three  times  as  many  minor 
engagements.

A  PSIVCESS  AS     XrUKSK. 


'I'lie  Vienna  correspondent  of  The 
London  Telegraph  says:  Very  quiet- 
ly, and  without  the  usual  ceremonies, 
another  member  of  the  Imperial  fam- 
ily has  laid  aside  all  her  titles  and 
dignities,  but  without  renouncing  them 
for  ever.  This  interesting  event  is  tha 
topic  of  much  lively  discussion  In 
Vienna  society. 

The  Archduchess  Isabella,  daughter 
of  the  Archduke  Frederick,  who  was 
divorced  from  her  husband,  Princo 
George  of  Bavaria,-  a  few  month.s  aftw 
her  marriage,  will  leave  Vienna  In  a 
few  days,  first  of  all  to  go  to  Spain, 
and  there  become  a  hospital  nurao. 
Next  Spring  the  -ArchduciieoS  -int^nda 
to  proceed  to  .-Mbanla  in  order  to 
organize  a  public  sick  nursing  service 
there. 

At  the  beginning  of  la.«t  Summer  she 
went  to  the  Itudoltinorhaus  Hcspital, 
where  -tlie  lied  Cross  .Socletj'  liad  Ifa 
own  school  for  nurses,  to  learn  nursing. 
.Sho  adopted  tho  name  of  ".Sister 
Irmengard,"  and  now  wears  a  nurse's 
dariv  grey  unlftJIrm,  living  in  a  tiny 
chamber  Just  under  tho  hospital  roof, 
and  perfo'-ming  just  the  same  duties 
as   her    fellow    nur.se.s. 

During  the  moimings  Sister  Irmen- 
gard Is  euRagcd  In  the  out-patient  de- 
partnient,  where  every  day  hundreds 
of  poor  people,  slight  or  serious  cases, 
arc  treated.  In  the  afternoon  she  Is  t-'i 
be  found  in  the  men's  surgical  depart- 
ment wliero  she  nurses  the  patients, 
assists  Ml  life-and-death  operations, 
and  comforts  the  sufferers.  The  Arch- 
duchess allows  Iierself  no  hour  of  ro- 
laxation,  and  for  weeks  together  neVer 
leaves  the  hospital.  A  little  incident 
that  took  place  at  tho  telephone  the 
other  day  shows  how  devoted  she  Is 
to    her   calling.  •
